vens, that ſuch an Eclipſe muſt needs be contrary ro 
the Rule of Nature, ſpake with a loud voice, ſaying, 
Either the World is at an end, or the God of Nature ſuffers : 
= and upon this Account (ſay ſome Authors) the Wiſe 
Men of Athens being aſtoniſhed at this Prodigy, they _ 
preſently cauſed an Altar to be built to the Unknown 
God, 'after which St. Paul coming thither, reproved 
them for it, declaring to them, that Jeſus Chriſt, the 
Redeemer of the World, who had ſuffered, was that * 
Unknown God, whereby he Converted many of them. 
ro the Chriſtian Faith ; which doth alſo demonſtrate *. 
that the darkneſs was over the: whole Hemiſphere, - ; 
. fince it was ſeen at Athens, and other places far re- ©; 
| more from Jeruſalem; Yea the Moon being then at 
full, and having no light, but what ſhe hath-from the - 
ſplendour of the Sun, and being then in the Firmg- - 
ment thar is under us,ſhe came to be violently eclipſed 
and darkned, © ſo that the darkneſs was univerſal 
over all the World, becauſe-the Moon and Stars can 
give no light, unleſs they receive It firſt from the 
Sun. 1 
It was hkewiſe very obſervable, and is acknowledg-- 
ed by the famous Hiſtorian Platarch,though a Heathen, 
that. after the Death of Chriſt, nor only the Oracles 
of Egypt, but throughout the World ceaſed, of which  : 
he can give no reaſon, (being ignorant of Chriſtianity) - ” 
but that rhexe were ſome Devils or Demons dees; - 
However it was very remarkable, that Satan ſhould: fo. 
_ 
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plainly demonſtrate himſelf tro be- ſubdued and over- 
come, immediately after the Death of our Saviour, 
that he could never after yive any anſwers. The 
Words of Plutarch ro Emilizes the Orator, a prudent, 
and humble man concerning this matter (of which 
 Eufebizs writ to Theodoris as a thing of great note) are 
as followeth, That his Father coming one time by Sea to- 
ward Italy, and-coaſting by night about an Iſland not inha- 
bited, called ParaXis, when all in the ſhip were ſilent and 
at reſt, tuey beard a great and fearful voice which came 
from that Iſlans, that calied upon Alaman, who was P1!ot 
of the Ship, and an Egyptian born, now though this voice 
was heard once or twice by Alaman and others, ytt no man 
had the Courage to anſwer, till at the third Call, be arſwe- 
red, Who is there, who is it that calls, and what 
would. you have ? Then the voice ſpake more bigh and 
loud, and ſaid to him, Alaman, I require that when you 
paſs near the Gulf of Laguna, you remember to cry 
out aloud, and make them to underſtand that the 
Great God Pan is dead; At theſe Words all that were in 
the Ship were much aſtoniſhed, and at 1aſt after Conſulta- 
tion concluded, that the Pilot ſhould take no notice of the 
woice, nor (tay in the Gulf to utter ſuch words, if they 
could-pofſibly go beyond it 5 but go on in their Voyage ;, But 
coming -ts the piace which the voice had mentioned, the (hp 
ſtood hilt, and the Sea was calm without wind, ſo that 
they could ſail no farther, whereupon they all riſalued that 
Alaman [hould perform his Ambaſſage, and ſo he placed bim- 
ſelf in the Poop of the Ship, and cried out as loud as he 
could, ſaying; Be it known: unto you, that the Great 
God Pan is dead 5 He- had no ſooner uttered theſ? words, 
but there were ſo many mournful cries, groans, and woful 


' Lamentations that all the Air reſounded again therewith;

In the days of the aforeſaid 
Tiberius the Emperor, Publius Lentalus being at that

Theſe were the dreadfu] Preſages of their enſuing 
Calamities, which never ended ti]] rhe whole People 
were almoſt utterly deſtroyed, and they ceaſed to be 
any .more a Nation, which ſad Judgment remains 
upon them to this day, and whereof I fhall here give 
a breif Account ; - The beginnitg of their troubles hap- 
pened in the time of King 42rippa,during whoſe Reign, 
the Wars began between the J:ws and Romans, which 
| never ceaſed till the people of Fudea were led captive 
FJ into the Provinces of the Romans, and the Temple was 
made deſolate, the rife whereof was on this occafion. 
F in the Twentieth year of his Reign, the ninth day of 

_ the Firft Moneth, which is July, Nero, Emperor of 
' Rome ſent a Preſent for a Burnt-offering to be offered 
at the Temple of Jeruſalem, requiring peace of the 
Elders of Judea and gre ge and that they would 
enter into League with him, ſaying, My requeſt is tbat 
you world offer my Preſent to the Lord your God, for bis ſer= 
vice and Religion pleaſeth me very well 3 therefore I deſire 
you to joyn in Friend(hip with me, according as you have 
aone with the Emperors of Rome, my Predeceſſors in time 

Jl Pf 3 T haus heard what Caffius the Captain of mine Army 
"ij bath done to you, which diſpleaſeth me out of meaſure, 
wherefore I aſſure unto you a faithful League, by the Conſent 
and Counſel of the Senate of Rome, that hereafter there 
(ball never any Roman Captain ſlir hand or foot againſt you, 
ut rather your Magiſtrates, Rulers, and Judges, ſhall be 
_ all Jews, and of Jeruſalem ; Tea Agrippa your King ſhall 
be Lord of all your Rulers, and what be commands, you 
ſhall ao it 3 the Romans ſhall only be called your Lords, and 
ſhall have no more todo with you.

"upon this he winked upon the Rebels his Companions 
to ſeize upon Agrippa, which was obſerved by a ſpy 
appointed by the King for that purpoſe, who laying 
his hand upon his head, gave a ſign to the King ro 
flee away immediately, or elſe, rhe Seditious would 
deſtroy both him and them together 3 4grippa per- 
ceiving this, -got away with all ſpeed, the Rebels pur- 


ſuing him, bur in vain ; for he got into Japboa Town 


under the - Romans, where he was in ſafety ; from 
thence he went to Rome, and 'gave an account to 
Nero both of the ſedition, and rhe fijghring of. his 
Offering ; whereupon Xero joyned him with' Caſſeus to 
command a great Army, wherewith they entred Ju- 
dea, and won many. walled Towns, and raſed Japho, 
leaſt it ſhould fall into the hands of the Enemy; 
After this they marched roward Jeraſ2lem, deſigning 
utrerly to deftroy the Rebels ; which Elzaſar, and 
other Prieſts having notice of, chey iflued our againſt 


{| them, and found them incamp:d in the way between 


Jerzſalem and Japho, where many of the Jews were ſlain 
by the Romans, and rhe reſidue Caſſeus and Agrippa pur 
to flight, and following the Chaſe to the Gates of Jeru- 
ſalem, beſieged rhe City three days; The Fourth day 
the Priefts and People iſſued our ſuddenly, and una- 
wares, upon the Camp of the Romans, and ſlew five 
Thouſand Footmen, and a Thouſand Horſemen , 


"' Caſſius perceiving that neither he nor his could eſcape, 
'F choſe out Forty Thouſand of his beft Souldiers, and 


placed them berween his Camp, and the Prieſts, com-

jy out of their places till the morning, that hereby, he 


and Agrippa might eſcape; The Jews hearkning ro.

the meaning, did nor purſue the Romans, but per- 
ceiving in the morning they were gone toward: Cx- 
ſarea three days Journey off, Eleaſar with the People 
followed, and found the Romar baggage ſtrowed inthe 
way, that. they had thrown away toelcape the lighrer, 
which they let alone, and purſued them tro the Gates 
of Ce(area, | 

But Caſſius and Agrippa got ſafe into' the Town, 
from whence they went togerher ro Rome, and gave 
an Account of their ill ſucceſs ro Nero, who ſoon af- 
cer ſent Veſpaſzan, and his Son Titus to revenge the Ry- 


mans on the Jews, commanding them to raſe their 


walled Cities, and-deftroy whatever they found, with- 
out ſparing either Man, Woman, Child, Infants, 
ſucking Babes, or Old Folks, but to lay all ; The 
Jews having Intelligence of this, choſe our three 
Captains, ' Joſephvs the writer of this Hiſtory, Anani 
and Eleaſay his Son, ro be their Captains, -Veſpaſian 
firſt invaded Galilee, which being the lor that fell ro 
Joſeph to defend, he departed from Jeruſalem thither, 
and bujlc up the Towns that were deſtroyed, repair- 
ing the Watls, Gates, Bars, and Pallaces; ordaining 
alſo Captains over the People to lead and govern 


them, ſome of Thouſands, and fome of Hundreds, ec. 


He inſtructed the People alſo in the Feats of War, 
and chufing out Threeſcore Thouſand Foormen, and 
ſome Horſemen, -he marched to the Cities of Agrippa 
that were in J«dea, becauſe he joyned with the Ro- 
mans with all rhe power he could make ; Joſeph rhere- 
fore firſt approached Tiara, a great City that be- 


longed to Agrippa, where his Treaſure, and Ammuni- 


tion, and all his Jewels were, and offered Peace to the 
Inhabitants upon Condition they would open their 
Gares, and deliver him all the Riches and Treaſures 
of. Agrippa, which if they would do, they ſhould be 
. ſafe in their Perſons and Eftates 3 upon theſe Condi- 
- tions they opened the Gates, and Joſeph commanded 
about Six Hundred Wicked Perſons in-the Town ”

the Town he apprehended alive, and carrying him our 
of the City, commanded one of the Souldjers ro cut 
off his hands 3 The Sovernour then beſought Joſeph 
ſaying, I beſtech thee my Lord let one of my hands only be-cut 
off, and ſpare the other z At which Joſeph and his Soul- 
diers laughed him to ſcorn, not judging him a man 
of courage; Joſeph then bid them give him his ſword 
in his own hands, and to let him cut off which hand 
he would ; The Roman Captain rook- the Sword, and 
cut off his left hand, leaving himſelf the Right, and fo 
he was let go, who went preſently to the _ of 
Veſpafian, declaring what ſhame was done unto him. 

After this the City of Zippory made a League with 
Veſpþaſian, of which Joſeph being certified, he marched 
thtther with his Army, but the Town endured the 
aflaulr, ſo thar Joſeph could not prevail againſt ir, and 
therefore beſieged ir a long while ; Inche mean time 
Askalon revolted from the Jews to the Romans, which 


was thereupon -befieged by ſome Jews from Jeruſalem ; 


but Antonivs a-Roman Captain iſſuing out one morning 
before day.,fell upon the J-wiiZ Camp, and before day 
lighr, had ſlain above Ten Thouſand Jews; ſoon af- 
ter thoſe of Jeryſalen fent Eighteen Thouſand Men 
more to Asþalon to bury the bodies of the Jews thar 
were lain, which they did without the leaft oppo. 
fition of the Romans, who kept themſelves within the 
Town for fear of them 3 Then Joſeph gathering all 
his Forces together, affaulred 4sþe/os with his - whole 
Army, and won it, ſlaying afterward Anthony and all 
his People with the Sword, ſo thar few or none eſca- 
ped ; He likewiſe burnt all the Villages and Hamlets 
abour the Town, and in all other Places which had 
entred League with the Romans, he ſlew both Jews 
and Romans, and burnt their Houſes to the ground; 
This done Jbſepb returned again to Zjippory, fought 
with them, and conquered them, burning their Ci- 
ties and Villages, and leading their Wiyes and __ 
- dren 
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dren Priſoners to Jeruſalem, and all the Romans he ' 
found there, he put them to death. Of which Tranſ- 
aRions, when Veſpaſian and Titus had an Account, 
they were very much inraged, and therefore marching 
to Acho, where K. Agrippa then was with Forty Thous-. 
ſand ſtout. Souldiers 3 they: joyned with chem, being 
likewiſe afliſted with very great Numbers of Men our 
of all the. Nations round about Jeryſa/en; with this 
vaſt Army they went from Acho to Galilee, and pitched 
their. Tents1n the Mount; which 7oſeph hearing, iflued 
out of Zippory with all his Army, ſec upon them, and 
flew a mulrirude of them ; Veſpaſian and Titus ſtudying 
revenge, reſolyed to ſurprize Joſepb, and beſet all the 
paſſages to that purpoſe, which Joſeph underſtanding, 
lefr Zippory, and went to Tiberias, whither Veſpaſian 
followed 3 Joſeph perceiving them coming, fled from 
thence to Jorpata, the biggeſt City in Galilee, cloſed 
up the Gares, and there remained with his Army. 
Then Veſþaþan ſent ſeveral Noblemen as Embaſſa- 
dors to Joſeph, who rhus addrefled themſelves to him ; 
Veſpaſian, General sf the Roman Army ſends to know what 
t will avail you to be thus blockt up in a walled Town, he 
deſires rather that you would come forth, and treat peaceably 
with him,' and enter into a League together, for it will be 
for your benefit to ſerve Caſar Emperor of Rome, whereby 
you may live, and not be de{iroyed, nor any of yaur People ;; 
Then Joſeph ſent Embaſſadors to V#paſian, defiring 
Truce for a few days, to conſult with the People about 
this'matter ; which he agreed to.and Jo/epb ſent to the 
chief Prieſts and Rulers of Jeruſaleyz, and the reſt of the - 
People the following Letter 3 Te ſhall underſiand Bre- 
thren, that Veſpaſian General of the Romans, ſent his Am- 
baſſadors unto me, inquiring what it would avail me to be 
obſtinate againſt them, and not rather to come fortb andtreat 
of Peace, and to jon in League togetber, that we may ſerve 
the Emperor of the Romans, ſs that we may ſaue our lives, 
and not be defiroyed ; And I beſerch ye, why will you loſe 
your lives, with the lives of your Wives, your Sons, and 
_ your Da'ghters ? Why willyos all fall together on the ſword, 
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whereby thoſe that ſhall be leſt alive among you, ſhal! be ted 
Captive out of your-Countrey to a People which they never 
hnew, and whoſe Language. they underſtand not 5 and like- 
wiſe your Countrey ſhall be made deſolate, your Santtuary 
laid waſt, ſo that there ſhall not be ſo much as one wan to en- 
ter into if 3 Never ſuffer this you that are wiſe men, but ra- 
ther-reseive my Counſel, and come hither to us, that we may 
conſult together, what conditions of Peace we ſhall make jor 
the ſafity of our Lives, rather than be deſiroyed, and that we 
may enjoy the bleſſings of our Countrey and live at peace there- 
in, for Life and quittneſs is to be preferred before Death and 
Baniſhment. ; 
Bur the Inhabirants of Feruſalem, with the Prieſts, . 
«Elders, and Novlemen of FZ4dza, and the reſt of the 
WM People, returned: this anſwer ro 7oſeph 3 Take heed to 
WF thy ſelf that thou never conſent to receive Conditions of peace 
from the Romans, but be firong to fight, till ſuch time as 
thou (halt conſume them, or till thou, and all the People dye 
in Battel, and ſo ſhalt thou fight the Battels of the Lord for 
his people and bis Sanftuary, and the Cities of our Goa, in 
the mean ſeaſon let it be as it will, but let not thy power be 
with them, When Joſeph heard this Refolation of the 
People for confinuance of the War, he was exceeding 
angry, and jn great fury fell upon the Roman Army 
with. all his Forces; in which skirmiſh, very many 
of the Jews were (lain, and from that day forward 
Veſpaſian began more fiercely to War upon the Jews; 
He marched thence to Gerara a great Ciry in the higher 
Galilee, which he beſieged, took, and raſed to the 
Ground, ſlaving all the people, Men, Women, and ' 
Children 3 Oxen; Sheep, Camels and Afﬀes, leaving 
nothing alive, and then ſaid, Now T begin to ve rve- 
vexged for the Romans which the Jews murthered in the 
WM Land of Judea z From thence he came to Jorpata, 
BH where 7o/rdb was ; The firft day he incamped abour it, 
refreſhing -nis Souldiers with plenty of meatand drink, 
a {2nd then furniſhed every man with Arms; The nexr 
- morning early, the Rowan Army pave a great ſhout, 
 F and beſer the City round abour on every. fide, Job 
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ſtanding upon an high Tower, beheld rhe- mighry 
Army of the Romans, and thereupon ſounding a Trum- 
per, gave a nigh to the Battle, 1ifuing out with the 
hole power of the Fews upon the Roman Camp, at 
the foor of the Hill; and maincaining the Fight from 
morning t1l! night, at which time ir being dark, the 
Fews retreated into the Town, and the Romans to their 
Camp 3 the next day. the Fight was renewed, and fo 
the third and fourth day, wherein many were de- 
ſtroyed on both fides; For the Remans advanced con- 
fidenrly,and ftoutly ro the Bartle, boaſtingly ſaying, We 
will quickly vanquiſh this little Nation, as we have ſubdued 
all otheys againtt whom we bave fought, and they ſhall trou- 
ble us no ore, and then ſhall wt be at reſt; The Jews like- 
wiſe on the. other ſide eticouraged themſelves againſt 
the Romans, ſaying, At this time we will all dye together 
for the Zeal to the SanfFuary of our God, and will never ſuf- 


firoyed them, we ſhall be quiet ever after. So that whar 
with the Pride of the Romans on the one fide, and 
the ſtifi-necked ſtubbornneſs of the Jews on the other, 
much people periſhed of either Party. _ 

Atthis time the Jews who dwelt about Joypata, fled 
ro the Camp of Veſpaſian, and joyned with the Romans, 
and alwayes when Joſ#h skirmiſhed with Veſpatian with- 
out the City, Veſpaſian ſent a Party to aſſault the City, 
. fo that ſoſeph and his Men fought with Veſpaſian withour 
the Town, and the Jews within defended che Walls 
againſt the Romans, bur thoſe within daily diminiſh- 
| &d, and the chiefeſt of Joſephs Army were lain, ex- 
cept ſome few with whom Joſeph fled, and recovered 
the Town, and ſtopped up the Gates after hym ; But 
Veſpaſian having a long time befteged Jorpate, he at 
length eſpied a Conduit of ſweer Water without the 
Walls, which ran into the City,the Citizens drinking 
thereof becauſe it was good, this he cur off, whereby 


"  Well-water, which Joſeph perceiving,..and judging that 
- the Romans would now chink they might take _ at 
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pleaſure, ſince they muſt dye for Thirſt ; He there- 
upon took garments, and dipped them in the Well- 
waters in the Town, and hanged them over the Walls 
in ſeveral places to declare they had plenty of Water, 
Then Yiſpaſian commanded a Mount to be raiſed nigh 
the Town, to plant an Iron Ram, wherewith to batter _ 
and beat down the Walls ; which they did fo furi- 
ouſly, that Joſeph perceiving them to ſhake, filled ſacks 
of Chaff, and hanged them down by the Walls, which 
by their ſoftneſs prevented the Force of the Iron Horns 
of the Ram; which Policy Veþaſzan obſerving; he ſent 
ſecretly into the Town ſome Jews as ſpies, who ſhould 
cut the ropes of the ſacks, and then ſlip down the 
Walls with them, thereby to be ſecured ſrom danger, 
and ſeveral other devices were uſed on each ſide. - 

Bur Jojeph perceiving the Wat to increaſe daily, he 
ifned out with his Forces, and made a great ſlaughter 
in the Camp of the Romans, burning. the Mount and 
Engines of War they had left behind them.and forcing - 
them to retire from the Walls 3 Veſpaſian perceiving 
his men ſhrink, ſtood up and encouraged them fo 


- much with good Weords,and large Promiſes of Gold 


and Silver, .that they continued the © Fight againſt 
Joſeph rill nighr; In rhe heat of rhe Batrel, the Jews 
wounded Veſpaſzax in the Right Leg with-an Arrow, 
which much diſmayed the Romans to ſee the blood 
run down : Tits ſeeing his Father wounded, was 
much diſtarbed, -and ran to help him; to whom his 
Father ſaid, How comes it my Sox that thou art fo much 
aſtoniſhed, Take heart to thee, and with undaunted Covragt 
revenge thy Father upon the Jews, who have now. the bitter 
of us, The Fighe was that day exceeding bloody on 
both ſides, very few being left of Joſiphs Party, who 
returned 1nto the Town. The next morning the Rg- 
mans raiſed a new Mount, and rencwed their Afaulrs ; 
the City was now almoſt deſolate, moſt of the valianr 
men being already ſlain, ſo that Jo:phb with rhofe few 


left, and likewiſe the Women went to defend the 


Walls 3 The Engines throwing ſtones on eyery fide, 
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ir happened that a great ſtone ſiruck a Woman with . 
Child with ſuch violence, that it paſſed through hep 
body, and carried rhe Child with 1t the ſpace of halfa 
mile z anotker ſtone hir one of 7oſeph's chief Comman- 
ders with ſuch force, that it divided his head from 
his body, and made it fly a mile off; Ar the ſame 
time a Roman Souldier was gor under the Wall, and 
- juſt going to ſhoot Foſeph with an invenomed Arrow, 
which he eſpying, cried our, Hold thy hand wicked fel- 
low.and do not kill me; at which the man ſtarting afide, 
the Fews out cf the Town ſuddenly powred boyling 
 Ovl on his Head from the Walls, whereby his $skin 
was ſcalded off, and he ran away naked, howling and 
yelling to the Roman Camp, where he died. | 
Vejoajzan and his Son were fully refolved to continue 
the fiege, which had ajready lafted 45 days, and tiioſe 
within the Town were fo tired out, rhat they were no 
tonger able ro ſupply the watch upon the Walls, which 
Veſpaſian underſtanding, heend his Son Titxs one nighr 
ſcaled the Walls in a place where the Watchmen were 
wanting. being followed by many other Roman Soul- 
dicrs, who went down on the inſide, and breaking 
open the Great Gate of the Town, the whole Rodman 
Army entred thereat, and then ſoynded their Trum- 
pets, and an Alarum to bartle ; The Jews with the 
noiſe and Tumulr awaked from ſleep very much afraid, 
however every man catcht up his Arms, and with 
all ſpeed repaired to the Market-place,which was made 
{o large, char all che People of the City might upon 
, occafton meet together 3 As they were looking abour, 
rhey ſaw the Roman Army marching through the 
grear Gate toward them, whereupon they encouraged 
each other, ſaying, Let us dye here fighting, and never 
ſuffer-our ſelves to be taken aljve £ and then they fell upen 
the Romans, but being overpowred, mofi of the Citt- 
Zens were ſlain in the skirmiſh, they refuſing to yield 
or c2ke quarter, becauſe they would not truſt the 
Faich of the Romans; For a while before a certain 
+» Jew beſought a Romas Souldier to ſave his Life, _— 
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he ſwore he would. ſaying, Goa dzal thus and thus with 


' me if I kill thee, therefore yield thy ſelf to me: The Jew re- 


quired him &0 give his right hand in Token of his 
Fidelity, but the Roman reachr him! his lefr, which the 
Zew, being extreamly aftoniſhed, did not obſerve 3 
But when the Rommn had once hold of him, he held 


him faſt by that hand, and with his right hand flew 


the Jew with his Sword, who was then naked and un- 
armed," having caſt away his weapon upon the Oath 
made to him by the Roman z when the other Jews ob- 
ſerved this Treachery, they reſolved to dye alrogerher, 
and never truſt the Romans, and thereupon fell on 
_ and flew many, yer at length the City was 
taKeNn, | | 
However, Joſeph, and Forty ſtour men his Compa- - 
nions made their eſcape, and fled into a Wood, 
where they found a certain Cave, arid hid themſelves 
therein ; of which V#paſian having notice, ſent rhree 
Perſons to Joſeph ro defire him ro come forth, ard he 
ſhould have his Life, and nor be ſlain ; upon which 
Joſeph debated the matter with the reſt 1n the Den, _ 
requiring their advice z For my part (faith he) 3! you 
will follow my Counſel, I think it beſt that we go to them, 
but upon this Conaition ; That they will give us ſuch fullſecu- 
rity for our Lives as weſhall require,which being done, T doubt 
not. but Veſpafian when we come to him, will extend his fa- 
vour t1 148 3, But they perceiving thar Joſeph inclined ro_ | 
yieid ro the Romans, were very much diſturbed, and 
periwaded him, That it would noz be for his credit to ſave 
his life with the loſs of his Honour, and therefore reſolusd to 
kill each other, and dyelibe men; and thereupon each man 
drew out his ſword and came to him in the midſt of che 
Cave, ſaying, Joſeph our Prince hear thou 5. I' thou wils 
be rultd by us, we will firſt bill thee as our Lord, and 4 
great Prince, and thou ſhalt chuſe what Death thou wilt 
aye,that thou maiſt dye Honourab.y; but if thou refuſe to die 
bravely, aſſure thy ſelf of this, that every man of us will ſet 
upon thee, and kill thee : Joſeph endeavoured by many 
Arguments at large, to divert them from their wicked 
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purpoſe, as proceeding rather from deſperation and 
cowardife; rhan true Courage 3 But nothing would 


prevail, he therefore ſubrilly told them » My Brethren 
| frice you are determined to dye on your own (words, let us 


divide into Couples, and caſt Lots which Conple ſhall dye 
fort, then [hall they alſ caſt Lots which of them ſhall kill his 
Fellow, and he that remaineth ſhall chuſe one of the ſecond 
coupie to kill men; likewiſe the ſecond couple ſhall caſt Lots in

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' 4 wicked Oath is hitter broben than kept, and this is a 


breach of one of the Ten Commandments, which ſaith expreſly 
Thou ſhalt nor kill. Now therefore my Brother if thou

what thou thinkeſt good, becauſe thou art a man of God and 
haſt ſautd thine own life and mine. 

Then Joſeph called out of the Cave to. Nicanor, offer- 
Ing to come forth with all that were left alive upon 
fecurity given,. which Nicanor readily gave in writing, 
after the manner of the Romans, and reachrt it jnto the 
Cave upon a Spear, then Joſeph and his Companion 
came forth, and Nicazor imbraced him, kifled him, 
and wept abundantly with him, eſpectally at tne Re- 
lation of the cruel ſtubbornneſs of choſe ſelf-murder- 
ing Jews; Then Joſeph was brought to Vepaſrans Army, 
who with Titus his Son, received him very kindly, 
and carryed him about wirh him through the Cities, 
together with King Agvippa; then Viſpaſian marched 
to Ceſarea a great City, where he had Intelligence 
that the Citizens of Paphos ſpoiled the Iflands with - 
their Ships, upon which an Ambuſh was laid without 
the Town, and when the Pyrates were gone abroad * 
to rove,Veſpaſian entred the Town, and rook it withour 
any great reſiſtance, becauſe their Souldiers were ab- 
fent; when the Rovers therefore returned with their - 
Navy, and ſaw the Romans in-rhe City, they endea- 
voured to land, bur a huge Tempeſt and mighty 
ſtorm, drove all their Ships which were on the Sea- 
ſhore upon the Rocks; where many were drowned, 
and thoſe who ſwam ro Land, the Romans ſlew, fo that 
hereby above Four Thouſand ftour Souldiers periſhs. 
ed, which with thoſe that were flain in the Town, 
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_ amounted to Forty Thouſand, all Jaws, Then Yiſhaſean 
fent his Son Titvs, who with his Forces won all the 
walled Towns in Galilee, ſaving the Lives of thoſe 
which yielded, and killing ſuch as refifted:; +: reſto- 
red lizewiſe ro Agrippa all the Cities in Gat: which 
belonged ro him, except Tiarva, which he atteriy 
r;ſed, {l:ying all che men who were fit for War, and 
ſe!htng their Wives and Children, this being the only 
City in all Gz/zee, where Titxs ſhewed ſuch ſeverity, 
Then Viſpaſian went to Gamala a City upon the rop 
of a Mountain, near which was another Town called 
Szeucia 3 They both belonged to Agrippa, who there- 
fore defired V:1fian that he mighr-go and treat with 
them, and thereby prevent the deſtruction of the 
place, and accordingly the King went peaceably to 
them, and they received him very courreouſly , 
(though they intended Treachery) ſaying; Thou art 
077 Lord and King, to whom therefore doth all that is of 
any value, or to be difired in ail Iſrael belong but unto theo, 
therefore. come near unto us, and debate the matter with thy 
Servants } Agrippa credi::1ng their words, came up 
# clofe rothe Wall, and as he liſtned to thoſe who tal- 
” ked with him, one threw a great ſtone from the Wall, 
which fell juſt between his ſhoulders with ſuch vio- 
lence, that it ſtruck him to the ground, and broke

all J4ea, upon pretence to defend the SanQuary of 
the Lord, and Anani the High-Prieſt received all that 
came ; Theſe obſerving the valour and courage of Je- 
hazhanan, revolred from Anani, and joyned wich him 5 
and conſulting together, they reſolved to rob- all the 
Rich Men of the City, and began quarrels with them 
in this manner, when they mer any wealthy Perſon, 
they thus accoſted him; Art not thou one of thiſe who 
ſent Letters to Veſpaſian, and the Romans to betray the 
City to them ; Thus would they examine them before 
the People, and when he wovld anſwer, God forbid F 
ſhould do ſo 3 Then would they bring in perjured Vil-

peared a great dark Cloud,after which followed dread- 
ful Lightnings with Fire, terrible Thunderclaps, and 
fhowers of Hail, which wonderfully affrighted the 
People, fo that they all fled away, leaving the defence 
of rhe Wall, and Anan alſo alone 3 but Anant took 
courage, and ftay'd to obſerve thoſe horrible figns 
from Heaven, that he might judge what they preſa- 
ged ; And he gave his judgment indeed, but nor ac- 
cording to Truth, for he foretold, That the Thunder 
nd Hail with darkneſs fignifeed Gods help ; 1n hope 
whereof he perſwaded them to defend the SanQuary 
ofthe Lord ; and to this all the Elders which were 
wich him likewiſe agreed, not foreſeeing that all theſe 
Hens berokened the miſerics that ſhould come upon 
 Teruſalrm, and all Tratl.

Gerara beyond Jordan, where they remained 3 But the 
Inhavitanrs of Jeruſalem, and likewiſe of Gerara ſent 
Amvbafſadors to YViſpaſian to come and joyn with them 
againſt theſe Sedirious Raſcals 3 Jehochanan having no- 
rice hereof, and hearing that Veſpaſian was marching 
roward Gerara, firſt flew the chief Governour thereof, 
and then with his Companions fled out of the Town, 
deſigning to ſecure themſelves in a Wood; which 
Vehaſian underſtanding, ſent out Poligorus after them, 
who overtook and made a great flaughrer of them, 
and in his return near Jorday met with many more 
going to joyn with the Seditious at Jeraſalem, whom 
Poligarus forced back to the River, and flew Thirteen 
Thouſand of them, the reft leaped into Jordan, and 
- *» were drowned, in all- ro the number of Ninety one 
 Thcu'and Men, Women and Children with _ 
22 Fs nel | (= 
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Cattel, who were all loſt rogerher in the River, inſo- 
much that the Waters of Jordan ran over its banks, 
being ſtopr up with dead Carcaſes, fo thar the Fields 
and Plains were overflown; yetart length the Force of 
the Warers carried the dead Bodies down the River, 
to the Sea of Sodom, and all rhe Banks of Jordan lay 
full of dead Bodies : 

; Aﬀrer this V:ſpaſjan went into the Land of .Ecom, 
where he won two ſtrong Cittes, and ſkew Ten Thou- 
ſand of the People thereof, leading away the reſt into 
captivity.z and at length came to Samaria and rook ir, 
and then repaired the Walls ef all che Towns he had 
conquered , placing Garrifons therein to aid him, ' 
when he ſhoald befiege Jeruſalem; He rhen returned to 
Ceſarea, and muſtered his whole Army in order to 
prepare for thar ſiege ; Bur in the mean rime news 
came from Rome... that Nero the Emperour was dead, 
and ir was at firſt reported; that while he was hunt- 
ing, Firecame down from Heaven upon him, and de-. 
ſtrozed him; After whom Galba reigned, bur within 
one year he was (lain by the Noblemen of Rome 3 and 
Vitellias was made Emperor in his ſtead, he was a 
Fool, but yet a very bloody man, and much' given to 
drunkenneſs, fo that upon all accounts he was altoge- 
ther unworthy of the Roman Empire 3 the Rdian No- 
bility who were with Veſpaſ/an hearing this, were 
much offended, ſaying, Was thire never a Nobleman in 
Rome left, to be placed in the Empire, but a drunkben Wine- © 
ſucker muſt be choſen 5 Why did they not rather Eledt the | 
mighty Prince Veſpaſian here with us, a wiſe and valiant 
Commander, who hath conquered many Cities, and vanqui- 
hed divers Warlike Nations; How many puiſſant Kings 
bath he ſsbaued to the Roman Empire, and how hath he 
enlarged it far and wide, And now when the Empire ought 
to bave bzen beflowed upon Veſpaſian, or ſome Perſon of the 
the merits, becauſe no ſuch could be found among them, they 
have beflowed it upon a Fool, and aſottiſh runkard,where- -- 
in they have done very undiſcreetly, however we are reſolved 
the Empire of Rome ſhall ſuddenly bave a bitter A 
| | and. - 
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' ana thereto let God ſay, Amen. Hereupon the Princes 

"- who were preſent, conſulred together, and decreed 
ro make Veſþaſian Emperor ;_and going all together ro 
him, they ſaid. Thou ſhalt be ouw Head, for the Empire 

- belongeth to ſuch a one as thy ſelf, and thou [halt have Domi- 
ion over us; But Veſþaſian refuſed to take ir on him, 
and would nor be perſwaded to conſent thereto ; how- 
ever they compelled him, placing him 1n che Throne 
of Majeſty, and ſetting the Crown on his head, which 
he would have taken away, and pulled off with his 
hand, becauſe he would nor be Emperor ; upon which \ 
the Roman Captains drew their Swords and ſaid, Tho: ad 
ſhalt be Emperor, and Reign over us, therefore refuſe it not, | 
zf thou do, thou ſhalt dye upon our ſwords + Veſpaſran there- 

\ fore (ſeeing himſelf conſtrained, - being afraid of his 
Life, was content to ſuffer himſelf to be proclaimed 
Emperor 3 then all the Army ſwore Allegiance to him 
as he fate upon the Royal Seat, as Emperor, and King 
of Kings. 

___ Inthe mean time the Civil Wars at Feryſalem increa- 

ſed daily by reaſon of ]thochanan that Limb of the De- 

; vil, who had eſcaped thither again ; There was hike- 
wiſe another Cut-Throat Rufhan called Schimen, who 
was diſcarded from this Command for his Villanies, 
by 4nanj the Prieſt ; Afrer which gathering rogether a 
rout of Thieves, Rebels and Murderers throughour 

all Galilze, to the number of Twenty Thouſand, he 
came towards Jeruſale to vex the Jfratlites, who en- 
countred with him with various ſucceſs, ſometimes 
one Party prevailing, and then rhe other ; bur ar 
length one Jacob a great man among the Elonites 
joyned with him, and helped to ſubdue his own 
Countrey z with whom being ſtrengthned, they ap- 
proached. the Walls of Feruſalzm, deſtroying the Corn 
and Fruits of the Ground ; Jehochanan having intelli- 
gence of his intentions to heftege the Town, and be-. 
ing too weak to encounter him, he iſſued our of rhe 

City, and lay in Ambuſh for Schimen, at which time 

it happened that Schimor's Wife, (who was fled go? 


\ 


| that theſe two Rebels reigned in Jeruſalem by courſe, 
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of Jeruſalem with her Men and Women Servants, for 


. fear ſhe ſhould be killed for her Husbands ſake) paſſed 


by the place of Ambuſhment, whom Jchochanan rook, 
not a little proud of ſuch a prey, and carried into 
the Ciry, thinking Schimeon would comply upon any 
Terms to gain his Wife whom he dearly loved ; This 
came to Schimeons ear juſt at the time he had raken ma- 
ny of Jehochanan's men, and cut off their hands, ſend. 
ing them with ſuch ſhame to Jerya/em to their Maſter ; 
He likewiſe ſent Embaſladors to Fehochanan, to return 
his Wife, or upon refuſal he threatned him with the 
urmoſt Extremity, fince he was reſolved to take the 
Ciry ere long, and to Fehochanans ſhame would cur off 
the Hands and Legs of all the Inhabitants 3 Jebochanan 
being afraid, (Schimeon having with him Forty Thou- 
ſand Fighting men) he ſent him his Wife, whereup- 
on he continued without the Town, while Jebochanan 
played the Tyrant within, his Souldiers raviſhing the 
Citizens Wives and Daughters, and ſhedding much 
1nnocent blood, and whoever complained was pre- 
ſently ſlain; ſo that the Condition of the Iſraelites 
was truly miſerable, for if any went out of the City, 
they were flain by Schimeon, and thoſe within were 
continually murdered by Jehochanan 53 The Citizens 
being therefore tyred by his Tyranny, afſembled ro- 
gether, and encountred with Jehochanan, where a mul 


_ titude of them were ſlain.,and if the Egomites who were 


fled to Jeruſalem from the Tyranny of Schimeon had not 
come in to their reltef, the whole People of Jernſalem 
had been utterly deſtroyed, and lain every Mothers 
Son by Jehochanan, his power was ſo great. Then 
Anani the High Prieft, atid other Grave Men not being 
able to ſuffer the wickedneſs of Jehochanan any longer, 
reſolved to deliver the City ro S:chimeor, hoping he - 
would Pay Jebochanan; who was at length prevailed 
with, and promiſed to aſſiſt them againſt the Sediti- 
ous, but being centred with his whole Army, he broke 
his promiſe, and joyned himſelf with Jebochanar, fo 
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one of them one Moneth, and the other another ; yet 
within two days they quarrelled about Eleaſar the 
Prieft, whom Schimeon would have ſlain, bur Jehocha- 
141 defended,ſo that ever after they fought cone againſt 
the orner, 

During theſe TranſaRions at Jeruſalem, Veſpaſean had 
fent two Noblemen ro Rome to make away” the Empe- 
ror Vitellius, whereby he might come and receive the 
Imperial Crown there; They went therefore, and 
raiſed an Army, wherewith they fell upon Vite//izs and 
flew, him, though not withour much oppoſition, for 
there were (lain that day 1n Rome eighty Thouſand va- 
 Hanr Souldiers ; Then Vepafian raking half his Army 

with him, left the other parr with Tires his Son to be- 
ſiege Jeruſalem, bur to continue at Aexandria till fur- 
ther order ; ro whom Tits at his departing ſaid, I 
ſball do dear Fathtr according to your Commandment, for t9 
you it belongeth to command, and to me to obey 5 Veſpaſean 
took wich him Agrippa, and Menas his Son, with Joſeph 
- - thePrieſt, for fear rhey ſhould raiſe a Rebellion 3; As 
\ * he approached nigh Rome, ail the Citizens came forth 
to meet him, and received him with great Joy, and 
mighty ſhews and Triumphs; and ſoon after he was 
ſolemnly crowned Emperor ; within a few days 
Veſpaſian was diſpleaſed with King Agrippa, upon cer- 
tain falfe Informations that he deſigned ſome diſtur- 
bance, upon which both he and his Son 34navas were 
put to Death... 

This happened three years and an half before the 
deſtruction of Jeruſalem, at which time the continual 
Sacrifice ceaſed for One Thceaſand, Two Hundred 
and Ninety days, as itis written in the 12 of Dantels 
Prophecy ; Bur Joſq was by the clemency of. Veſpaſian 
- fer at Liberty, and fent to Titus (who was then at 
\  Alezandriain Egypt) with Letters from his Father, and 

was kindly received by him ; Titus ſoon afrer marched 


- : witha mighty Army to Ceſarea,where he ſtay'd rill rhe 


Winter was paſt, before he wou!d beſiege Jeruſalem : 


-  Batin the mean time the quarrels and murders 1n- ou 
7 ity. 
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Ciry ceaſ:d nor, but Summer and Winter rhe Wars 
continued between Schineon, Jehochanan, and Eltaſar 3 
for God had in Judgmenr ſenr a Spirit of Giddineſs 
among the Citizens, ſo that they were divided into 
three Parrs, The firſt and beſt fort of the People fol- 
lowed Azani the Prieft, who ar that time had ſtained 
and ſufpended his Office of Prieſthood ; Anorher part 
followed Sedirious Jebo:hanan, and the rhird were for 
Schimeon ; So that in the midſt of Jeruſalem there was 
nothing but ſlaughter and bloodſhed, - and withour, 
the Roman Army made inroads from Cſarea, even to 
the Gates of the City z between thoſe three within, 
there were moſt cruel Battels for the ſpace of four days 
without breathing or ceaſing, and every day very ma- 
ny were (lain, ſo that the blood of the Jews ran abun- 
dantly through the Market-places and Streets, even 
to the Temple of the Lord, like a grear Flood which 
had been cauſed by ſhowers of Rainz Then afſembled 
,the Prieſts, Elders, and many of the People, be- 
ſeeching theſe their Inteſtine and Domeſtick Enemies 
not to pollute and defile the Temple with their ſlaugh- 
-rers, but they were almoſt all ſlain -for their _ by 
the villany of the Seditious, together with Anani 
and Joſhua the Priefts, and Sechariabu the Prophet of 
the Lord. 

Then had the continual Sacrifice ceaſed Thirty fix 
days, for even till that time, ſome good men or other 
in eh wy ſtill offered Sacrifice to the Lord 3 But 
now- when the Prieſts had laid the Sacrifice on the. 
Altar, the ſeditious would run upon them ' and kill 
them, .ſo char the Prieſts and the Beaſts they would 
have Sacrificed, fell down dead to the ground to- 
gether, and fo they likewiſe deſtroyed all that came 
thither for Devotions ſake, ſo that ſcarce one was left 
alive 3 and the pavement of the Temple being Mar- 
ble, was made fo flippery with the blood and fat of 
thoſe which were ſain, that no man could go upon it 
without falling ; Nay whoſoever the ſcditious over- 


came, they ſer fire on their Houſes, which fired ocher 
x great 
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great mens Houſes nigh'the Temple, and at laſt caught 
Hold of the Store-Houſes of Corn, Wine, and-Oyl, 
to the number of One Thouſand, Four Hundred, all 
filled full of ViRuals againſt a time of neceſſity, or the 
beſieging of the Town 5 For when Viſaſiaun was in 
Galilee, rhe Prieſts and Elders made up the Doors of 


theſe Garner-houſes, and laid in ViRuals ſufficient for | 


Two Hundred Thouſand men for twenty years, but 
- how in this one Fight of the Seditious, rhey were all 
burnt to-the ground, with all within them, which 
cauſed a ſudden hunger and Famine in Jeruſalem? Ar 
the ſame time the ſeditious pulled dewn all the fair 
and goodly Buildings, that there ſhould be no fign 


nor Monument of any. Noble Houſe left in. the City; 


Thus God viſited the Citizens of Jeyſaley with four 
dreadful Plagues at once, Sword, Pefiilence, Famine, 
and Fire, to which this Fifth was added, the ruine 
.and deſtruction of a)l beautifal- and glorious Build- 
ings ; So-that whitherſoever a man turned himſelf, 
there were nothing but deſfolations, pollutions of the 
Temple, and all holy things, and - uproars, without 


\all reſt and refuge, no help, no ſaccaur,. but every - 


corner of Jeruſalz was full of howling and yelling, 
weeping and wailing, ſobbing and ſighing of Women 
and Children ; Here you might hear the roaring and 
.lamentation of men not quite dead, there the mourn- 
Ing and throbbing of che Eſders, with the woful cries 
of young Children for bread, in ſhort, all manuer of 
miſcry oppreſſed them, ſs that he was thought happy 
who died before this day, and all thoſe were in a 


woful caſe, who were ſo unfortunate to ſee it 5 when | 


Joſeph heard all theſe things at Ceſarea, he tore his 
Hair - with his hands, caſt Aſhes on his Beard, and 
fitring with great ſorrow on the ground,he bewailed 
and made Lamentation over the miſerable City of 
Jeruſalem. 

- Aﬀeer this in the firſt year of the Reign of Vepaſian, 
"Titus his Son muſtered his men in the Plain of Ceſarea, 


and he found them a vaſt number, ſo thar they 
ſeemed 


— 


in the Heavens, Earth and Waters. . 39 


ſeemed almoſt to cover the Earth 3 he then marched 
ro Samaria, and being received by the Citizens with 
great joy he ſpared them, and did them no harm ; 
from thence he went to 4jelona, thirry Furlongs from 
J-rauſalem, and there pirched his Tents, and taking 11% 


Hundred. Horſemen with him, he went to Jeruſalem 


to view the height of the Walls, and the ſtrength of 
the Town, but the Jews laid an Ambuſh, and flew 
ſixty of Titus his men, and might have {lain him hke- 
wiſe, bur that they deſigned to take him alive, where- 
by he took an, Opportunity to eſcape 3 The next day 
Titus brought his whole Army to Jeruſalem, and it be- 
ing alittle before the Feaſt of Unleaventd Bread, an in- 
finite number of People who came to celebrate 1t, 
were ſhut up in the City, by which means the City 
was ſoon opprefſed with a cruel Famine, all manner 
of Food and nouriſhment beiny conſumed, and Oxens - 
Dung was accounted good Meat, others fed upon old 
Leather, and horrible dreadful things happened, for 
ſome Women boyled their own Children, and eat 
them ; many thinking to ſave their Lives by flying 


} 'to the Romans, were cut in pieces to ſearch for their 


Gold and Jewels which they had ſwallowed to prevent 
Diſcovery. Two Thouſand were miſerably deſtroyed 


_ one night upon this Account; And on the Feaſt day 


which was April 14. Eleaſar having ſeized on the Inner 
Temple, opened the Gate that the People might ſacri- 
fice, Jehochanan taking this opportunity, ſent privately 
many of his party, armed with ſhort ſwords under 
their Garments, who being, admitted with the reſt of 


| the multirude, ſer upon E!eaſar, and ſeized the Inner 


Temple with the ſlaughter of many of his party 3 and 
thus the threefold FaQion was again redvced into two, 
that of Jehochanans who were Eight Thouſand Four 
Hundred, and the other of Schimeon's, with whom 
were Ten Thouſard; beſides Five Thouſand Idumeans, 
or Eqdonites. 

Titus approaching the Walls, pitched his Camp 
about the River Pſephina, and preſently raiſed a — 

an 
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' and with a battering Ram firſt ſhook, and then. beat 
down part of the Wall, and May 7. broke into the 
City, The firſt wall being beaten down, and the 
Fews retiring inward, he gained che North-quarter 
of rhe City, even to the Caſtle of Antonia, and the 
Valley of Cedr5n ; On the fifth day after a Tower on 
the ſecond Wall being ſhaken, and battered down 
from rhe North-quarcer; Titus got the new lower 
City, from which he was repulſed again by the Jes, 
bur on the fourth day afrer, he regained it, atid ſo 
addrefled himſelf for the aſſault of the third Wall ; 
May 12, he commanded four Mounts to be raiſed 
rwo at the Caſtle of Antonia, whereby he thought to 
gain the Temple, , and two at the Tomb of the High- 
Prieſt JFobn, by which he hoped to win the upper 
City, which being finiſhed in 19 days, Jehochanan by 
a Mine from Antonia caft down one of the Mounts, and 
burnt itz and Schimeon the ſecond day after in a Salley 
thar he made fired 2 of the Mounts oppoſite to him, 
with the Rams, and other Engines of the Romans, 


Whom they fell upon in their Camp, bur Tit#s reliev- | -? 


ing them from Antonia, forced the Jews into the City 
again; Theſe Mounts being thus demoliſhed, Titus 
In three days time encompaſſed the City with a Wall 
of thirty nine Furlongs in Circuir, about 'which he 
' built 13 Caſtles, each 1o Furlongs round, ſo that none 
could go in or out: whereby the Famine raged ſo cru- 
elly in the City 3; thac with it, and the Peſtilence, mul- 
tirudes periſhed 3 ſo that from April 14, on which 
day the ſiege began, to the beginning of July fol- 
lowing, an Account was taken that at one Gate, one 
hundred fifreen Thouſand and eight Hundred Carcaſes 
of poor people were carried out, who were buried 
at the common charge, beſides thoſe privately 1n- 
terred by their Friends; a while after it was known 
by thoſe who! fled to the Romans, that there were fix 
hundred Thouſand carried through all the Gates to 
be buried ; and after that- there being not enough to 


_ bury the Poor, they laid them upon great heaps in 
empty 
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empty Houſes, and there locked them up, and the 
manner of burying otkers was only ro throw them 
over the Walls, and fill up the ditches with the dead 
Bodies. 

In the mean time, Schimeon continued his Ra- 
pines and Murchers within the City 3 For he pur ro 
death Matthias the High Prieſt, upon pretence he 


would have-fled ro-the Romans, though by this mans 


means Schimeon was firſt admitted into Feraſalem , He 
flew alſo three of his Sons, and fifreen of rhe nobleſt 


-f of che people, all of them being unheard, and uncon- 


demned, Yea he raged fo cruelly, thar 7zdas, one 
of his Captains hating his Tyranny, contrived to-de- 
liver up a Town to the Romans, of which he had the 
charge, but being diſcovered by Sibimeon, he and: 10 
others of the Conſpirators were put to death ; and 
Jebochazan being neceflitated thereto, converted to 
his. own, and prophane uſes the Holy things of the 
Temple as Veſſels of Gold, Silver, and Money, nay, 
he was forced to diſtribute to his Souldiers the very 


Oyl and Wine which was dedicated 'to divine ſer- 


vices ; Burt Tits ferching Materials from every place, 
and curting down all the Woods and”: Trees for $0 
Furlongs about, he with great labour in 21 days cau- 
ſed four new Mounts to be raiſed abour- Antonia, which 
Jebochanan 1n vain atrempred to deſtroy, and then 


I placed a Ram againſt ir, by which a breach being 


made, they entred into Antonia, July $s. and purſued 
the flying -Jews into the Temple, but 'after a ſharp 
fight, the Romans were for ſome time repulſed, July 
17. Titss commanded Joſiph to exhort the Seditious ro 
yield, which hedid in a large Oration, but they ob- 
ſtinately refuſed; therefore on the ſeventh day after, 
he brought his Mounts nearer z and by overturning the 
Foundarions of the Caſtle Antonia, he made an eafje 
aſcent into the Temple, ſeizing on the North and 
Weſt Porches without the Temple, part whereof 
Joyning to Antonia, was burnt by the Jews, and ſoon 
after the other part by the Romans, the Jews not at- 
tempting | 
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rempting to quench the Fire, that the Porch might 
be entirely ſeparated from Aztoria, July 27, the Jews 
again ſer fire on the Weſt Porch coward the Bridge 
that led to the Gallery, where many Romans getting 
up were burnt, the Jews flying away on purpoſe to 
draw them on; The day after the Romans burnt all 
the North Porch, even untorthe Eaſt Porch; Auguſt 8. 
Titus perceiving he prevailed nothing with his batter- 
ing Ram againſt the Walls on the Inner Temple, nor 
could undermine the Foundations of the Gates by rea- 
ſon of the greatneſs, and firong cementing of the 
ſtones 3 He was forced to do that which out of reve- 
rence to the place he had hitherto forborn ; neither 
could the Romans by their Ladders get up into the Por. 


ches, the Jews from above ftill beating them down ;f 


therefore at laft he commanded the Gates of the Inner 
Temple to be ſet on Fire, which ſoon raking, the Por- 
ches which joyned to them, were likewiſe preſently all 
in a Flame, the Jews beholding and wondring thereart, 
their amazement being ſo great, that they neither en- 
deavoured to ſtop nor quench 1t,ſo that theſe Porches 

burnt all thar day, and the night following, 
And though Titus and ſome of his Captains intend- 
ed to keep the Temple from firing, yet they could 
by no means effe& it, for having appointed a Guard, 
charging them to preſerve the Temple and Santtam 
Sanftorum ; the Seditious Jews fell upon them A»gyft, 
10, and flew every man, which Tits hearing, brought 
his whole Army thicher; at which time a Roman 
'Souldier took a flaming Firebrand, and getting upon 
his Fellows Shoulders, caſt the Fire through the 
Golden Window into the Houſes and Chambers that 
were built on the Northſide of the Temple, and o- 
thers laid Wood to the Doors of the Sanftum Santto- 
119m which were covered over with Gold, and then ſer- 
ting fire to it after the-Gold grew hot, and the timber 
began to burn, the whole Temple was in a flame, and 
the Sanftum Sanforum was laid open to the view of. all; 
This happened in the ſecond-year of Vipaſian, _ the 
ſame 
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ſame day of the Moneth thar it was formerly burnt by 
Neb -chadnezzar,, The Romans ruſhing into the Sanftum 
Sintftorum, gave a great fhour while it burnt, which 
when Titas heard,he haftened to quench the Fire, and 
fave the Sanftum Sanftorum, but he could not do it; 
becauſe it was on Fire in ſo *many places ; thereupon 
Titus commanded them to forbear, but they would not 
hear him ; for as a vehement flood of Waters breaks 
down, and carries away all things before it ; with fach 
furious violence, the flames ruſhed through all parts 
of che Temple ; Titus then drew his ſword, blaming 
the Captains of his own People, and killing others 
The Prieſts within refifted the Romaris ſtoutly till they 


' Were no longer able to lifc up their hands ; There- 
5 fore when there was no other ſafeguard, they leapt in- 


to the fire, and ſeveralother Jews with them, and fo 
burnr altogether, faying, Why [hould we live anylonger now 
there is no Temple; Yet Titus ceaſed not to ſtrike the Peo- 
ple,even till his ſtrength failed, and then falling on the 
Ground, he forbore crying out on them any further, 


* After the San7um Sanftorum was burnt, Titus aroſe, + 


and evrring thereinto, he ſaw the Glory-and Magnj- 
ficence thereof, for as yet the fire had not conſumed 
ail, and then ſaid, Now I well peyreive that this zs no 
other than the Houſe of God, and the dwelling place of the 
King of Heaven, neither was it ſor nought that the Jews 
fought ſo earneſtly in defence thereof 3 nor did the Gentiles 
without good Cauſe ſend Gold and Sitver to this Temple from 
the ſartheſt parts of the World, for great us the glory thereof, 
and it ſurpaſſeth all the Roman and Gentile Temples that- 
ever I ſaw; The God of Heautn, who is the God of this 


"Houſe, take vengeance of the Seditious, whoſe miſchievous 


and heinous deeds have broight this evil »pon them. The 
Seditious who yet remained in Jeruſa/:m, ſeeing the 


. Sanftum Sanflorum to be burnt, they fet the ref} of 


the Temple on fire themſelves, with all the Houſes 


- Which were, fiiled with Treaſure, and all ſorts of pre-

1. he brought his Engines to the Walls, 
wherein having made a great breach, the Sedirious fled 
in-great fear and amazement, and the Romans break- 
ing in, deftroyed all with Fireand Sword ; And Titus 
commanded both the City and Temple to be raſed ro 
the Foundation, and the ground to be plowed accor- 
ding to the Rowan cuſtom, ſparing only the Weſt part 
of the Wall, with the 3 Towers, Hi1piron, Phaſtlus, and 
Marianne, which he lefr as Monuments ta Poſterity of 
' the ſtrength and magnificence of this once famous City, 
Titxs having thus finiſhed this-dreadful and difficulr 
War, the Neighbouring Nations that aflifted him, 
would have crowned him Emperor, bur he refuſed,

And Sr. Jerom writes, that in his time, on that day of 
the year wherein Jeruſalem was taken by. the Romads, 
you might ſee decrepit Women, ragged old men,and 
many other wretched people, (bur piried -of none.) 
who with blubbered Cheeks, Black Arms, diſcheve- 
led hair, went howling and lamenting for. the Ruins of 
the Temple and Sanfuary, wearing and bearing 1n 
their habirs and Bodies the ſad Characters of divine 
vengeance, of. whom the Souldiers likewiſe exated a 
Fee for Liberty of further weeping ; ſo riat they who 
formerly ſolid rhe blood of the Bleſſed Jeſus, were then 
forced to buy their own Tears 3 And the Reliques of 
this wretched People were diſperſed into all Nations 
under Heaven, having'no Magiſtrates of rheir own to 
prote& them, but were, and ſtill are alropether at the 
Will and Diſcretion of the Princes and Govyernours, 
where they are ſiiffered to live ; ſo that no. people in 
the world are ſo vile and contemprtible as they, being 


made a ſcoffand a byword in all Countreys 3 ThoughJ- 


till cheir hearts are ſo hardened, that upon all = 
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ſions they have diſcovered their malice againſt and 
contempt of Jeſus Chriſt,and his Religion ; Ir is likewiſe 
worthy Obſervation, how that Prophecy of our Savi- 
cur was fulfilled concerning the irreparable ruin of the 
laſt Temple of Jeraſalem, which alchough Julian the 
Apoſtate laboured to invalidate, and prevent ; yet his 
deſign by the moſt juſt Judgment of God could never 
take effe&t ; For Ammianus Mprcellinus a Roman Hiſto- 
rian gives this following Relation thereof. 

_ Julian, faich he, defigned with exceflive coſt and 
charges, to rebuild rhe ſometime moſt magnificent 
Temple at Jeruſalem, which by Veſpaſzan and his Son 
Titus were with great difficulty won by affault ; This 
Afﬀair Ju{ian commitred to the care of Alypius, who 
did vigorouſly apply himſclf to the work, being afliſt- 
ed therein by the Governcur of the Province; Bur 
there brake our dreadful Balls of Fire near the Foun- 
dation of the Walls, whieh with their frequent TIr- 
ruptions, made. rhe Place unapproachable, ſeveral 
'Workmen being conſumed by the Fire, and in this 
mannera full period was pur to their further proceed- 
ing therein ; But Nicephorus Cali(tus gives a more large 
and full Narrative thereof as followerth 3 The Jews,fairh 
he; having port together as many as were «kilful in the 
'Art of Building, and having provided Materials for it, 


and fully cleanſed the place, they prepared Spades

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the work, or had the overſight thereof 3 The Publick 
buildings which were neareſt the Temple, were like- 
wiſe locſned and falling down with great violence, 
buried thoſe who were in them in their ruines 3 
ſome who attempted to fly away, were found half 
dexd; others loſt their Legs, Arms, Hands, and other 
Memvers, according as the force of that ſudden acci- 
dent [e1zed upon them. 

The Earthi-quake was fcarce over, but thoſe who 
re-nained. fel] ro work again, - but when they attempr- 
ed it the ſecond time, ſudden flaſhes of Fire violently 
1jued our of the Foundations, and other fire fell furi- 
outly from Heaven, and deſtroyed more than before, 
conſuming ro Aſhes rhe Hammers, Graving Tools, 
Saws, Ratchers, Axes, and all other Ioftruments 
which the Workmen had brought for cheir ſervice 
the flames continuing a whole day together z When 
Cyri/, who was at that ge Biſhop of Jeruſalem, ſaw 
theſe things, he conſidered in his mind the words of 
the Propher Daniel, to which Chriſt alſo had ſer his 
Seal in the Holy Goſpel,and then told them all ;_ That 
now was the time, when the Oracle of our Saviour had its 
accomplihment, which ſaid, That a ſtone ſhould nor be 
left upon a ſtone in the Temple ; which when he had 
ſs ', a dreadful Earthquake aſſailed the remaining 

Foundations, and caſting out all the reſt of the ſtones, 
© diſperſed them abroad, and a fearful ſtorm aroſe 3 
which whirled into the Air many Thouſand Buſhels of 
" Lime and Plaifter, and ſudden flames of Fire flaſhing 
from beneath, burnt up in a moment an innumeravle 
Company of People, who were either labouring in 
the work, or coming to behold ic; Thus did the 
wicked Julian fulh] Chriſts Predi&ions concerning .]e- 
ruſzlem, by the ſame means whereby he deſigned co 
make them void. | . 

Theſe Prodigies (ſaith Euſcbius in his Ecclefraftical 
Hiſtor;) are ſufficieat to prove the truth of theſe Pro- 
phecies, bur what I ſhall now declare, being very 


wonderful, will further confirm them, which I _ 
relate

\ relate as I find them in the Archies and Records, . as 


followeth 3 when the Foundations of this New Temple 
were laying, there was a ſtone to which the bortom of 
the Foundation was faſtened, that fiipt from ics place, 
and diſcovered rhe Mouth of a Cave which had been 
cut in the Rock ; Now when they could not ſee to 
the bottom by reaſon of i:s depth, the Overſeers of 
the work being defirous to find the botrom, rtyed a 
long Ropeto one of the Labourers, and ler him down 
into it ; being come to the botrom, there was water 
therein up te his Ankles, and ſearchirg every part of 
that hollow place, he found it to be fourſquare, as far 
as he could conjecture by feeling, then recurning to- 


ward the Mouth of it, he happened upon a litile Pillar © 


not much higher than the water, and laying his hand 
on it, found a book thereon, wrapt up in a piece of 


. thin clean Linnen, which taking up he gave notice 


by ſhaking the rope to be drawn forth, which done, 
he ſhewed them the book, which ſtruck them with 
admiration, becauſe it ſeemed very freſh and untouchr, 
though found in ſo dark and obſcure an hole;The Book 
being unfolded and opened, ſurprized not only the 
Fews, bur the Grecians, for they found in the encrance 
thereof theſe words written in Capital Letrers ; 
IN THE BEGINNING WAS THE WORD, AND 
THE WORD WAS WITH GOD, AND THE WORD 
WAS GOD; And to ſpeak truly, ſaith the Hiſtorian, 
that Scripture did plainly and manifeſtly contain the 
whole Goſpel, which the Divine Tongue of the Vir- - 
gin Diſciple St. John had declared 3 This together 
with the other Miracles which at that time were pro- 
claimed from Heaven, did demonſtrate that not any 
word of our Lord ſhould fall ro the ground which had 
forerold the utter deſslation both of the Temple and 
City of Ferujalem. Euſebius Eccleſ. Hiſt. lib, 3. 

Thus ſeverely were the Judgments of Heaven exe- 
cuted upon the Jews, which did not yet end here, 
bur continued to their poſterity; For in 434. The 
Jews in the Iſle of Crezt were deluded by the Devil, 

| Cs. | affirm- 
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a;rming himſelf ro be Moſes, who led the Tfatlites 
tirough rhe Red Sea, and perſwaded thoſe poor Crea- 
tures, That he was ſent from God to lead them through the 
Sea tn thr own Countrey the holy Land ; This theſe poor 
Creatures ſoon believed,' and diſpoſing of all their 
Goods to others according to his perſwafion, they fol- 
IOxed this ſeducer, who had ſpent a whole year in go- 
ing from one City to 2nother ; he then led them with 
their Wives and Children to the top of a ſteep Rock 
rhar hung over the Seaz when they werecome hither, 
this Mock Mrs commanded them to wrap their heads 
17 their upper Garments, and fo to rhrow themſelves 
from the Rock jnro the Sea. afſuring them of a ſafe 
Paſſage, they readily obeyed him, ard in that manner 
a preat many of them perifhed in the Waves, and 
more would have followed; had it not pleafed God 
thir fome Chriſtian Fiſhermen were there at that in- 


ſtant, ' who took up many of them as they were 


{footing upon the warers, and ready to periſh ; Theſe 
afterward returning to the reſt of the Jews, told them 
'how they had- been cheated and deceived, and how 
- "narrowly they had eſcaped; whereupon they being 
noon good reaſon all very much inraged, ſought 
far and near for this ſeducer ro put him to death; 
bur u hen ke could not poſhhly be found any. where, 
they thereupon fully concluded, Thar jr was the De- 
vil himſclf, the old man {layer, who had appeared to 
them in humane fhape,. and divers of the Jews being 
moved hy this Calamity. became Chriſtians. Eſc

In the Reign of Ty2/ 2, the Jews rebelled in Egypt 
| and Cyrne, where they flew many Greebs and Romans, 
- and d'd eat_ their f=th, and girded themſelves with 
their Gors,. imbrued themſelves with their blood, 

and cloarhed themſelves with their-skins 3 Many they 
| ſawed in ſunder, from the Crowns downward ; others 
they caſt ro-wild Beaſts, ſo that they deſtroyed Two 
Hundrzd Thouſand of them ; and likewiſe. Two _ 
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dred and Fifty Thouſand by the ſame abhorred Cru- 
elry in Egypt and Cyprus; whercupon Trajan ſent an 
Army againſt them under Martizss Tihybo, who deftroy- 
ed many Thouſands of them, and fearing leſt the Fews 
in Meſopotamia ſhould break our 1inco the like outrages, 
he commanded Lucius 2ietus utterly rodeftroy, and 
root them our of that Countrey, which he performed 
ſo effecually, that the*Emperor to recompence his 
ſervice, made him Preſident of Zudza, Dim, Hiſt. 

Adrian the Emperour rebuilt the City of 7eraſalem, 
though not in the ſame place, for he changed the ſci= 
tuation thereof ſamewhar Weſtward, and called the 
name thereof #/ia, according to his own name; To 


deſpight the Chriftians, he built a Temple over our 


Saviours Grave, with the Images of Fipiter and Venus, 
anorher ar Beth/em to Adonis the Gallant of Venys, and 
to inrage the 7ews who abominate Swines-tleſh, he ſer 
up the PiRure of a Swine over the Gares of the City; 
who ſtorming ar the prophanarion of their Land, 
broke out into open Rebellion, but were ſubdued by 


Fulius Severas the Emperors Lieutenant, an expert- | 


enced Caprain, who by reaſon of their multirudes 
would- not try it our 1n a fer Batrel, bur procecding 
more warily, and taking his opporrunity, he by de- 
grees took go of thetr fortified Caſtles, raſed nine 
hundred and fourſcore of their beft Towns, and flew 
five hundred and eighty thouſand of their men, be- 
fides an innumerable multirude who periſhed by Fa- 
mine, Sickneſs and Fire ; fo that almoſt all 7udea was 
left deſtiture 5; With them likewiſe was (lain one Ben- 
thochab their (Counterfeir) Meſſtas, for lo he termed 
himielf, rhat is, Tie Sn of a Star, uſurping that Pro» 
phecy out of Jacob, a far (hall ariſe; Though he pro- 
ved but a fading Comet, whoſe blazing porrended the 
ruine of thar Nation 3 The Caprives by. order from 
Adrian were tranſported into Spain, and the Holy Land 
was laid waſte, which parted with her people and frat

dreſſing, as becauſe the Almighty God hath frowned 
on-it;z Arian aforementioned baniſhed Five Hundred 
Thouſand Jews into Spain, whence they were again 
baniſhed by Ferdinando and Iſab:lla in 1492, at which 
time there were d:iven out of Spain, One Hundred 
and Twenty Thouſand Families; From thence they 
paſſed into Taſcary and the Popes Dominions,* bur 
were again baniſhed by Pope Paul 4. and Pius 5: 
- But jt would be endleſs to ſhew what miſerics chey have 
endured jn all Nations, ever fince their Predeceflors 
commitred that great and grievous fin of Crucifying 
_ the Lord of Life, and Glory, and thus much of the 
Jews as we find them mentioned by ]-ſiphus, Enſebius, 
Mr.-Clarþ, and other Ancient and Modern Authors ; 
I ſhall now proceed in the ſeries of the Hiſtory of Co- 
mets, and other Prodigies according to the Order of 
time, which this digrefiion hath ſomewhat diverted. 

. * VII. In the 750 year after che Birth of our Saviour,

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Such Civil .Wars it ſeems were never without 
firange. Prodigies, and no man can be ignorant of the 
miſerable condition. of Germany about this time; nor 
think thereof but with a forrowful heart 3 and as the 
beginning of their miſeries were threatned by this ter- 
rible Comet, ſo their, continuance was till prefignifi- 
ed by many ſtrange things that happened our. of. the 
common courſe of nature, which I ſhall endeavpur 
to declare as followeth : In December 1619. the water 
which runs through Sixto a City in Hungaria, (where 
a "mighty batcle was fought berween the Turks and 
Chriſtians in 1588.) was turned into blood, and rhe 


{ Ice therein was likewiſe blood-red : Two years after 


which, Bethlem Gabor routed the whole Army of the 
Imperialiſts in or near that place, killing above. Two 
Thouſand of them-in the Field. In the ſame Year 
and Month December 19, 1619. at Groningen 1n Brunſ- 
wich appeared another great Blazing Star, _ two 
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Armies one in the Eaſt, and another in the North 
fighting in the Heavens, till the Northern Army ſeem- | 
ed to be ſlain and defeared : Not long after a dreadful 
battle was fought within a few Leagues of this place | 
berwixt the King of Denmark, and che: Imperial Gene- -\ 
ral Tilly, in which the King loſt the Field: with Four \ 
Thouſand of his Army who were {lain and raken Pri- 
ſoners 3 And at another place not far off abour the 
ſame time, Five Hundred men were Jain, and in the 


City of Murder in the fame Dukedom, Two Thouſand 


Five Hundred Citizens and Souldiers were miſerabiy 
flain by rhe Imperialifis. Tn-cthe ſame year 1619. at 
Vieng 18 Auſtria, the water'1h the ditckappeared like 
blood}-for the ſpace of 8 days, likewiſe*three Rain- 
bows were vifible at once; And thar very year in the 
ſame place and City a bloody fight happened berween 
the Bohemians, and the Imperial General Bycquoy, 
wherein four thouſand five hundred of the Impertaliſts 
were lain, and about a thouſand Bohemians, and very 
many wounded, In 1620-it rained-blood in Poland 
ſo abundantly, that the drops fell very faft from the 


tops of -the houſesz. Soon after the Toartars with an 


Army of Forty Thouſand men invaded: Poland, exer- 
ciſing incredible Cruelty, killing in one place above 
Three Thouſand Polanders. The” ſarte year hkewite, 
the Turks with Ninety Thouſand men fell into Walf/aay, 
where they had a bloody encounter with Twelve 
Thouſand: Poles, led by the great Chancellor of the 
Kingdom, who himſelf with rhe whole Polijb Army 
were ſlain, very few or none of them eſcaping. 
XXXIX. In March 1621. two Armies were ſeen in 
the Air at Noon day in A4sſtria, fiercely fighting roge- 
ther, with great Thundering hike Ordnance and Ca- 
non.,. and the next year at Lintz in the ſame Countrey, 
juſt over that City, two Swords were obſerved ſtand- 


Ing againſt each-other, and two ftour Armies fighting 


a pitchr battle to the great terror of the Inhabirants 3 
This City of Lixtz was afterward befieged, and many 


times aſſaulted by the Boors of Aufiria, but were bea- 
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* tenoff vith the loſs of five hundred men; yet being 
many Thouſands, they defeated ſome Imperial forces 
under the Duke of Holfiein; which was afterward re- 
venged by Count Papenheim, who with an Army of fix 
Thouſand Horſe ,and Foot fell upon tham, killing 
Three Thouſand Boors on the place, and taking many 


Priſoners, who were afterward executed in the City | 


of Lintz; In 1622, Three Suns and three Rainbows 
were [cen at Prague and Heidelburg in Germany ; Aﬀeer 
this; a ſharp conflit happened neaf the Ciry of Pra- 
24:, berween the Imperialils and the Saxons, where 
Nine Hundred: Croats, arid almoſt every .man elſe, 
were cut:1n,pieces by the Saxons before rhe Gates 3 
Tie Gity off Hedelburg was the fame year beſieged, 
ofren afſaulied, and at length raken by the Imperzaliſts, 
with great:flaughter of che Inhabjcarrs; and another 
ſmall ſown-call'd We:bermiand abeut 3 Miles off, was 
at che ſame time furioufly aflaulted by the Imperialiſts, 
wherein the Garriſon, making ſome reſiſtance, all re 
Inhabitants; both Men, Women and: Children were 
pur-tothe Sword.

;gue'was beſieged: by the Saxoxs and Swedes, who for 
.3 days briskly fired upon the Town with their Ca- 
neon, and were anſwered in the ſame manner with 
great loſs on both fides, Nine Thouſand Saxons and 
Swedes being ſlain, and the Imperial Garriſon within, 
conſiſting. of Fourteen Hundred Men, Six Hundred 
of - chem were lain. The ſame year 1622. -in the 
Countrey of Darmfiadt Trees were found whoſe leaves 
dropt blood ;- and that very year many bloody En- 
counters happened beriveen the Imperialiffts and Duke 
Chriſtian of Brunſwick in chat Countrey, but eſpecially 
ly one between him and Count Tilly, whoſe Army 
_confiſting of - Twenty Two Thouſand Foot, and 140 
Troops of Horſe, fought fix hours togerher, till the 


 -Injerialifis overpowering them with number, diſperſed 


them, who flying to the Bridge, fo thronged and 
wedged in one another, that a great many were thruſt 
into the River Main, wherein there were as many

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drowned as were killed in the Battle; the ſame 
year there was an Earthquake in Jtaly, and many Pro- 
digious Lightnings and Rains in France Circles were 
ſeen abour the Sun and Moon in England ; At this 
time the Feſuits and Papiſts were expelled the Nether- 
lands, The Duke of Brunſwick loſt his: Arm in Battle 3 
There was a great Famine in Moravia: and Sileſia;

other places in the Fields; in theſe parts at the bloody 
battle of Nozlingen, many thouſands were flain on both

XLIV. In 1630, a very miraculous thing happen- 
ed at Geiſmar in, Haſta, two Souldiers lying for lafety 
in that Town, one of them complained to the other 
who was in bed with him, that he was very cold, the 
otheranſwered, he could not believe it, in regard that 
his own body was very hot and wet, intreating him to 
touch and feel his 1iidey which when he had done,find-

from their enemies; The ſame year 1630, in May 
the Noremberg Cartier, and ſeveral Paſſengers in their 
journey toward Hamborough, paſling by the Town of 
Coburg at night, they obſerved with great admiration 
a prodigious fire going in and out-of the Town, and 
heard a mighty noiſe like the diſcharging of Canons 3 


Two years after which General Wallefiziz aſſaulted this 


Town with his Souldiers, and great Guns, but was ſo 
ſtoutly «ntertained by thoſe within, rhar afcer the loſs

the moſt raging and ſwift River of Nerva, his Com- 
manders deſpairing of taking ir, and being unwilling 
their young King ſhould receive a Repulſe in his firſt 
attemprs, they laboured ro diflwade him from the 
a&ion, Yet he continued reſolute to purſue it, and ſee 
how Almighry God wrought for him ; The Beſteged 
Moſcovites were ſtricken with ſuch Thruſhes;, Warts 
and Bliſters in their Throats and Mouths, they could 
neither chew their mear, nor ſwallowit down, where. 
upon they parlied and yielded up that 1impregnable 
Caſtle to him, wherein he found a whole years pro- 
viſion of Vicuals, befides abundance of Ammuni- 
t10n. 

Not long after this, he had a difference with the 
Dantxichers, and they had prepared ewenty or thirty 
ſtour men of War, intending with the firſt opening 
of the Spring, to have burnt up the Kings Navy in 
their Harbour 3 but toward the end of Winter, when 
this narrow Swediſh Sea was frozen a yard or two 
deep, this young King cauſed his Boors to cut open 
the Ice for 10 or 12 miles together, which done, 
he came ſuddenly one night- with his Fleet upon the 
Dantzickers, and burnt, ſunk, and rook moſt of their 
Fleet, Alſo in his Wars with the King of Poland, he 


conquered ſo many Towns from him in Pruf#za and 


Livonia, that he inforced him, by the mediation of 
King Charles of England, to make peace with him.

XLIX. In the month of Azgy?, 1532. at Kempten 
in Swabiand a ſtrange Monſter was born of a Citizens 
Wife, the head was alrogether far, and without cars, 
the hands were ſtretchr out, and appeared all bloody 
berween the fleſh and rhe skin, in the lefe hand there 


' vas a Rope, the Belly had two wounds as if prickt by 
: a Sword, and the lefr knee ſeemed as if ir had been 


rwice broken, a cord being tyed abour it : This good- 
ly Town of Kempten was held by the Inperialifis, and 
after many furious aſſaults was raken by the Sweats in 
1633, The Imperial Commander went to Reitaw, 


where he was beheaded, becauſe he had fo ſoon ſur- 


rendred the place; Many other bloody skirmiſhes 
happened abour this Town, and what miſeries thar 
and the Countrey . thereabour endured, when 1c 
was befieged, and re-taken by the "Tmpertalijis_can 
hardly be expreſt, It was brought co ſuch extremiry 
of Famine, nor much inferiour to thoſe dreadful ones 
of Samaria, and Firuſaley recorded in Holy Scripture, 
or of Saguntum in Spain 3 Peruſuim in Heitruria, or 
Tuſcany in Italy mentioned by other Authots ; Many 
brave Citizens out of this and the Neighbour Towns 
were compelled by neceſlicy to bear Arms for a livelt- 
hood ; Horſe-fleſh was fold ar high rates, Dogs, Cats 
and Vermin were counted as good as Veniſon ; For 
all Commerce and Trade being hindred, bread-corn 
was at an exceſlive rate, and hardly to be purchaſed 
for money, In Febr1ary,1633- at Doben/huts a Village in 
Althenburg, blood ſprang our of a Fiſh pond, with ſuch 
a filrhy favour, that if it were touched, they could 
not waſh off the ſtink in 1 or 2 days ; This Countrey 
was the ſame year Jamentably ruined and plundred, 
and the beaſtly cruelty and licentiouineſs of the Sou]- 
diers was exceeding monſtrous : Many fine Towns 


. and Villages were robbed and burnt to Aſh:s for de- 


fending themſelves, and the Inhab'irants thereof, as 
well as of Dobzx/n:ztz miſcrably ſlaughtered, The Wo- 
F 3 men, 
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men,yea,Ladies and Gentlewomen, were tyed and coy. 
pled rogether like Beaſts and Dogs, and fent into the 
Woods to be raviſhed, and for making refſtance, 
they had therr cloaths ſtript off, their Bodics whipr, 
and their Ears cur off, and. in this deplorable poſture 
were ſent home again, The Souldijers and Crabats 
gor many Thouſand head of Cartel together, and what 
beaſt ſoever did not readily follow them, they killed 
them, leſt chey ſhould ſerve ſome Heretſcks ; many 
other horrid Barbariſms were committed by them, 
as if they had believed chat a Countrey was never 
chrouzhly conquered, till it were utterly deſtroyed by 
Sword and Fire, |, | 
L. In 1633. March 6. about 8 a Clock in the Even- 
ing over tne Town of Bibrach rwe long Swords were 
ſeen in the Air, one Fiery, and the other red as 
blood 3 many fierce encounters happened abour this 
time and place berween the Swedes and Fnperialiſts, 
Count Horn the Swedih Field Marſhal killing near 
ſix hundred” Crabats, and as many more Spaniſh and 
Italian Souldiers who came to aid the Emperor; pe- 
riſhed by Cold, Famine, and Sword by the way, that 
betwixt Uin dfia pwracy a tnouiand dead Carcaſes 
were found, ſo thar a third part of the Army were 
loft ; ſome Months afcer, four Regiments of the Impe- 
'rialids were ſurprized and killed by the Swedes be- 
twixt this Town and re; and fix hundred other 
Tmperialiſts being abroad were alſo taken, and moſt of 
them ſlain, In Mach 1634, Gullavus Horn befieged 
the City of Bibrach, wherein were thirteen hundred 
men, offering the Imperial Governour good conditi- 
'ons upon his firſt approach, which being refuſed, he 
battered the Town fo long with his Ordnance, that he 
won the Enemies works; and made a breach into the 
Walls. Then the Governour ſending out a Trumpet, 
deſired reaſonable Terms, or elſe he would defend ir 
to the laſt man, and threatning firſt of all tro blow up 
all che Proteſtant Citizens,whom he had already lockr 
up in the Town-houlſe, and 1nto a Cellar; bur having 
| already

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already refuſed fair offers, the Swedes denyed them 
now, and prepared all things ready for another aſ- 
fault, advancing toward the Breach, when ar the (ame 
inſtant, the Proteſtant Miniſters with ſeveral Women 
came out of the Town, making moſt pitiful Lamenta- 
tion to the Swediſh General, ſignifying that it would 
certainly coſt them all their Lives, becauſe the Town- 
houſe was already undermined, and the Mine filled 
with Powder, and that they fearfully expe&ed ro be 
blown up immediately. Out of Commiſeration there- 
fore to theſe poor people, another Agreement was 
offered to the Governour, and Liberty granted them 
ro-march out with their Swords only, which was ac- 
cepred, and rhe Proteſtants thereby ſaved. 


LI, In 1634. Fune 23. another Prodigy happened - -- 


at Dreſden in Saxozy, About five a Clock in the Eve- 
ning the Sun firſt appeared white as Snow, and then 
ſuddenly became dark as if covered by a Miſt.

Swedes their Enemies, bur alſo by their ſeeming 
Friends the 1nperialiſis, who uſually burnt thoſe Pla-- 
ces to the Ground, where they did not find as much 
Proviſion. for their Souldiers as they demanded : So: 
- that the Boors and-poor Countrey-men did now long 
for Peace, which they were then ſo much ſtrangers to,. 
deſiring that their Swords might be turned 1nto Plow= 
= ſhares,. and: their Pikes into Shepherds Crooks; the- 
*Merchanr longed for an open Trade, and Perſons of all 
Eongitions defired: an end tro theſe Troubles and Di-- 
 aRtons, bur ir ſeems the miſeries of rhar Countrey 
were not yet come to.the height: In the fame year

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A ſtrange Worm in the ſhape of a Man, wich perfect 
Lineaments,and a Golden Crown on his head, was found 
in a Sallad ar an Herb-womans ſhop in Co!!en, which 
{if not; Prodigious). was yer very dreadful.+ A Wo- 
man appeared in a mourning habir in the Church- 
yard of Sr. Stephens, the Cathedral Church of Vienna, 
Zune 18, 1637. who with a doleful voice from eleven 
ro twelve-a Clock at night yelled out theſe terrible 
Words; Wo unto you, wo unto you 3 Often repeating 
them, and no other. The Bells without any help of 
men, ſuddenly rung out to the great affrightment of -_ 
the people who deſcanted upon theſe ſad Orens, doubt- 
ing that ſuch horrid Conſequences would enſue as 
preſented themſelves to their ſeveral Fancies; And 
indeed not without cauſe, for after this, a new time of 
trouble began, the Sword raging in the moſt and beſt - 
part of Germany; and Fire likewife,not only by chance, 
but by the Will and Choice of ſuch as uſed that de- 
vouring Element ro the dammage of their Enemies,.

LV. Thus have I (with my Author) run over the 
Prodigious Signs and Warnings of Germany, with a 
brief Account of the miſerable Events which en- 
ſued ; But having met with a larger Relation of the 
dreadful Conſequences of theſe amazing Prodigies as 
they were publiſhed by Dr. Vincent a Learned Engliſh 
Phy fician, who was an Eye-witneſs thereof, during 
the Woful Calamities of that Countrey, -I do nor 
think it amiſs, nor any unprofitable digreſſion to res - 
late them in his own Words. Ir 1s generally conclu- 
ded and believed that the burning Beacon, or Blazing 
Star in 1618. was a fad fore-runner of the mercileſs 
fury of War which hath reigned, and played che Ty- 
rant, in Germany ever fince the beft Aſtrologers ex-

' oppreſt than others ; So there is no Prince nor State 
which hath not ſuffered therein ; nay no City, no 
Town, nor almoſt no Perſon whatſoever ; Every 
weeks Relation tells us of Hundreds, Thouſands, Mil- 
tions of Rix-dollars or Gilders, impoſed, exaRed, 
and extorted by rhe Conquerors or Spoilers, for the 
redemption of mens Lives or Liberties, Goods or 
Fuſes ; ſtrange and almoſt impoſſible to be paid 
have hcen the Ranſomes taxed upon the Burghers at 
the taking of ſome Towns; to which end they have 
rhreatned, impriſoned, and abuſed the Magiſtrates 
till they-condeſcended : Ar Gryphenburg they kept the 
Senators fhur' up in the Common-Hall, vexing and 
tormenting them ſo long with Hunger and Smoak, 
that fome of them dyed. In Heidelburg Caſtle man 
Burghers, and Reverend Miniſters were impriſoned, 

and fed with Bread and Water till the Charity of 

. the Reformed Churches could relieve them. Afeer 

- Pofe at Franben7ale had upon neceflity furrendred that 

- Town, they could nor enjoy the Articles granted -_ 
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by the Enemy, bur the grave Councellors and other 
Magiſtrates wete forced to accept of ſuch Conditions 
a5 were fitter for Slaves and Dogs than Men 3 ſome 
were thrown into Priſon, and ſo ſeverely uſed, that 
many of them dyed through grief and ſorrow; others 
though much impoveriſhed, were forced to redeem 
themſelves with unreaſonable Ranſoms 3 The Goods 
of thoſe which fled were confiſcated ; and though the 
Inhabicants would willingly have left their Houſes and 


rich Furcithre as plunder to thoſe bloody Villains, yer 


they. were detained in the City, and their defiruQion 
was moſt cruelly plotted and defigned. After the ſame 
manner they dealt with many others, as well contrary 
to all Oaths and Promiſes as to the Laws and Com- 
mon Faith of all Nations. 

LVII. Bur not to inſiſt on theſe, let us in the ſecond 
place conſider the Tortures and Torments which the Li- 
centious Souldiers exerciſed upon the perſons of the 
Inhabitants, withour the leaſt reſpe& to Age, Quality, 
or Sex, which diſcovered them to be rather Turks 
and Infdels than Men of Arms 3 For even Princes 
whoſe Perſons are ſacred, though they never bore 
Arms, .as the old Lanrgrave of Heſſe and others; yea, 
ſome of the Female Sex, as the old-Dutcheſs Dowager 
of Wittenburg, have without any regard or pitty been 
impriſoned, reviled and abuſed by theſe Miſcreants 3 
Some of Tiizs Souldiers cauſed the D. of Saxony's 
SubjeRs to be tortured by half ſtrangling them, and 
preſſing their Thumbs with wheels, they forced others 


to eat tkeir own Excrements, which if they refuſed, 


they thruſt down their Throats, thereby choaking 
ſome of them, and thoſe they ſuſpe&ted to have mos» 
ney, were exquiſitely rortured ro make them confeſs 
yea, Princely Perſonages have ſuffered the like cruelty, 
with meaner men. They tyed ſtrong Matches or * 
Cords about the heads of ſome, which were twiſted 
t1il che blood came our of their Eyes, Ears and Noſes, 
yea, till cheir Eyes ſtarted our of their Heads. Others 
bad burning Matches tyed berwixt their Fingers, to

their Noſes, Tongues, Jaws, Cheeks, Breaſts, Legs, 
and Secrets, even thoſe parts which Nature hideth, 
they cither filled with Powder,or tyed bags of Powder 
to them, and ſo giving fire to rhem, in an horrible 
manner burſt their bellies, and killed them ; They 
pierced and raced the skin and fleſh of ſome, as Ar- 


tificers deal with Leather; and have drawn Cords 
through their Thighs, Legs, Arms, Noſes, Ears and , 


Lips; Others they hung up in the Smaak, drying 
them with ſmall Fires, and for fear they ſhould dye 
too ſoon, they ſometime refreſhed them with ſmall 


> grink or cold water ; ſome they burned or ſmothered 


t1 hot Ovens, and roſfted others with ſtraw Fires, o 
that tt was a great favour to be hanged or ſtrangled ; 
they bound the hands and feet of ſome ſo hard, thar 
the Blood ſpoured our ar the end of their Fingers 
and Toes,. and tyed the hands and feet of others 
backward together ſtopping - their Mouths with 
Clouts to hinder them from praying; Some were 
hanged up with Ropes tyed ro their Privy parts, and 
hearing their roaring, they have endeavoured to out- 
roar and drown their cryes as in ſportz yea, which 
is yet more dereſtable, when they found any poor 
Creatures troubled with Ruptures, or Burſtneſs, they 
have inlarged them, and then filling thoſe parts with 
Gunpowder, have villanouſly blown them upas with a 
Mine : Many they trufled up on high, hanging Stones 
and Weights on their Feet to firetch out their bodies, 
They have planed the Faces of others with Chiſels and 
other Inſtruments, pretending to make it even; ſome 
men they have openly gelded in the preſence of their 
Wives and Children ; The Mouths of ſome they open- 
 * ed with Gags, and then poured ftinking water, pits, 
or other naſty Liquors down their Throats. ſaying ir 
was a Swediſh draught : whereby growing fick, and 
their Bellies ſwelling like a Tun, they have died by 
\ leifure with the greater Torment. They thruſt a 
knotted clour down the Threars of others, and pluck- 

cd it op- again. with''a. ftring, thereby even moving 
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the very Bowels out of their places, by which cruel 


Torments they made ſome Deaf, Dumb, and Blind, 
orhers Lame, and miſerable Cripples, if they did 
nor kill chem outright, If a Husband intreated for 
his Wife, or a Woman for her Husband, they then 
rortured the Petitioner before the others Eyes, and: 
which ſeems almoſt incredible, when rheſe poor Crea- 
tures were dying under their mercileſs hands, and 
cried to God in their pain and anguiſh, theſe helliſh _ 
Executioners would command and force them co call 

upon, and pray to the Devil. Infinite almoſt and 
unſpeakable indeed were the Cruelties exerciſed by 
the outragious Souldiers on all fides; nay ſome 
were ſo damnably wicked as to make it their fludy ro 
invent new Tortures ; they took an ancient Reverend 
Divine, and ſtripping him, bound him upon a Table 
on his back, and faſtened a great ftrong Cat upon his 
Belly, beating and pricking the Car to make her fix 
her Teeth and Claws in the poor mans Belly ; So that 
the Man and Cart partly through Famine, and partly 
through pain and anguiſh both died under their Tor- 
mentors 3 fome of the curſed Croats or Crabats en- 


. deavoured to teach their Horſes to eat the Fleſh of 


Chriſtians, and contrived worſe Tortures than Phala- 
11s, Nero, Dionyſius, or any of thoſe monſtrous Ty- - 
rants of former Apes ever arrived to, ſo that we may 
ſay, Caucaſus bred them, Tygers fed therp, and Hell 
taught them, the laſt of which, without deep Repen- 
tance, was probably their Lot. | . 

LVIII., I have faid much of the former particular, 
though not the tenth parr of what was aQed : I will

#an Troops recited with Tears : Among others, a 
beautiful Maid was hid by her Parents in a Dunghil, 
bur they diſcovering her, raviſh:d her, and then bar- 
barouſly cutting her in pieces, hung her quarters up 
in the Church, and bid her Friends pray to the Saints 
for her relief : In the Land of Brunſwick two Souldiers 
took a Sirl of ten years old, and carried her into 
the Wood to'raviſh her. The Mother with hands 
held up, came running after our Coach ( ſaith my 
Author) crying out to my Colonel, bur he being a

ing from the Mart of Strasbyrg and other Fairs, were 
ſer upon by the Tzperialits in their Lodgings; and 
though they offered ro prove themſelves Merchants, 
and ſo ought to paſs freely, yea, though they begged 
their Lives upon their knees, yer they villanoully 
murdered Ten of them, ſaying, They muſt dye becauſe

and young, yea of yery innocent Babes, whom like 
the Wild Beaſts among which they were bred, theſe 
Villains inhumanely ear, when they might have had 
other food 3 By theſe the poor people were barba- 
roully knocked down in the Fields, and Highwayes, 
and likewiſe flaughtered, ſtab'd and rortur'd ; I have 
feen them FE my Author) beat our the brains of 
poor old, decrepit Women only in ſport, and com- 


mit many other outrages too long to relate ; yea it: | 


was ſo common for the poor people to ſee others 
killed, that as if there had been no Relation, AﬀeRi- 
on, Neighbourhood, or Kindred, none_pitijed them, 
or had any compaſſion upon them, hatdIFK/any cry- 
ed our, Oh my Father, Oh my Brothi&r,”"&c.

Famine was fo grear, that an Ailes head was fold for 

fourſcore pieces of Silver,. and the fourth parc of a 

Cab of Doves Dung for fifty pieces of Silver. Two 

Women agreed to eat theirown Children, and when 

they had bojled and eaten-one, the other Woman 

hid hers. In the ſiege of Fers{2/em, Mice, Rats, and 

Hides were good meat, and Women did dreſs and 

eat their own Children.the ſmell whereof drew orhers 

who were hunger-ſtarved to come-to fhare with them 

Bur that Cities which were nor beſieged, and a 

Countrey naturally fruitful, ſhould be fo ruined,as not 

to be able for ſo long a time to affard Bread to a poor 

remnant of people, but that rhey muſt be forced to 

eat Carrion, and dead men ; yea, one another whilſt 

alive, this was lIamentable, and hitherio never heard 

of ; Had not I been provided (taith my Author) with 

victuals at my coming our of Switzerland, Famine had 

arreſted me in Germany, for there was not any where 

meat to be had for monay. The Italians and Spani- 

ards who had been ar the fight at Norlingss, and be- 
Ine difarmced, wandred about, were fo black and fee- 
ble for Hunger, that had I not given them part of my 

proviſion, .I believe they had torn me in pieces, and 

eaten me 3 Travelling from Newftadt toward Franzen- 

aale ina ſnowy day, I untxpeRtedly met with the Ar- 

my of Duke. Bernard, whoſe ſtragling fare-runners 
came riding up to me by couples, and when I looked 

for a worſe errand, they asked only for a little bread; 
which my Gaide beſtowed upon them to long as we 

had any; From thence to Manhein and FHiidelburg ma- 
ny dead men lay firawed on the way, eſpecially on 
the places where they had made Fires, who periſhed 
[through cold and want. When we were beſieged in 
the. Caſtle of Hcidelburg, our Souldiers at firft killed 

more Horſes in a day then they could eat, leaſt they 

ſhould dye of themſelves for want of hay therefore 

what was left they threw our of the Caſtle down the |

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Town,though ſome of them were flain in the Attion, 
and ſo they heartily eat our Horſefleſh ; Ar which 
time the Serjeant Major with fifty men iſſued out up- 
on three - hundred of the Enemy intrenched on the 
Eaſt fide of the Caſtle z many were ſlain; others 
broke their necks down the Rocks; Our Souldiers 
being Maſters of the Trench, fell to ranſack the Ene- 
mies knapſacks which they had lefc behind them, bur 
found nothing in them except our own 'Horſe-tJefh, 
which yet was not unwelcom, for it grew ſcarce with 
us; ſo that now ' we were compelled to kill the Horſes 
which ſtood faſting and ſleeping on the Dunghil, nor 
out of compaſſion ro them, bur for our own neceflity z 
Another Serjeant Major had two very fine Horſes, our 
Souldiers took one and ear him; but he thinking to 
make ſure of the other,, faſtened him to the Wall 
with a ſtrong Chain and Padlock, but they taking 
thejr opportunity, cut off the Horſes neck, and left 


the head in the Chain, carrying away the body, and 


greedily cating ir. At length Dogs and Cats came in 
requeſt, ſo that we could ſmell our meat afar off, and 
yet on the Table it was ſtill more lothſome, the taſt 
being anſwerable to the ſmell, yet we eat It exceed- 
ing ſayourly, bur our bread at laſt failing, we yielded 

to neceſſity, | 
For the Armies every where over-running the 
Countrey, devcured both Corn and Cattel, ſo thar 
thoſe who had any goods left, offered to give all for 
a lircle food 3 But thar being nor to be obtained, they 
were fain tolye in the ſtreers and high-wayes: (much 
contrary totheir former way of living) ro beg ſome- 
thing for Gods ſake, wherewith ro refreſh their dying 
Souls; yet no fooner chad they ſwallowed what was, 
given them, . bur -rhey preſently gave up the Ghoſt 
Memorable is that relation which Reinmannus record. 
eth of rhe Famine in Alſatia, that Valentine Ingelin a 
Citizen of Rufack, with the Sexton of the Church dee 
poſed before a Magiſtrate upon their Oaths, That Anne 
the Daughter of Fobx Ebſtein confefled to them, _y 
e 
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ſhe came from Caimar, where ſhe had waited many 
days before the Hangmans door in hope to get a piece 


of Horſeflcſh to ſarisfie her hunger, but not prevail- 
ing, ſhe was now come-to Rujack intreating them, 
thar if there were rhe body of any young man or 


woman unburied, they would give it her to cat to pre- 


ſerve her Life 3; And rhat rwo ether women and a 
boy made the ſame requeſt; affirming that they had 
lived a long time upon dead mens fleth ; After which 
the Churchyard of Sr. Nichol/2s where the dead bo- 
dies lay, was ſhut up. Laſtly they declared that four 
young maids had cur in pieces the dead body of ano- 
ther maiden of eleven years old, and had caten eve- 
ry one their part of her. Many who ſurvived the lofs 
of all they had, ſuſtained themſelves for a long time 
with Roots, Acorns, green Fruits, Graſs, Thiſtles, 
and other Weeds, which the very beafts would not 
have eaten, upon which ſeveral of them grew di- 
ſtrated and died, In ſome places the poor famiſhed 
p_ were fo faint, that they had not ſtrength ro 
ury- one another, ſo that the dead bodies have been 
devoured by Dogs, Foxes, and Wolves; yea ſome 
Perſons have run mad for meer hunger. In ſome 
Cities the, Inhabitants have by this Famine been con- 
ftrained to kill and ſell all manner of Vermine in pub- 
lick Shops, as Dogs, Cars, Mice, Rats, ec, A woman 
at Henover who uſed commonly to felt Dogs fleſh to 
the Souldiers ; was in the ſtreet aſſaulred by Dogs, and 
had all her cloths torn off her body, ſo that ſhe was 
forced to fir down on the ground to hide her ſhame, 
and had ſhe not been timely reſcued, ſhe had been 
torn in pieces by the Dogs. If any had a Beaſt left 
which he carefully kept for his neceflivy, ſome or 
other of his Acquainrance would, if poſlible, ſteal it 
from him and eat it, They ſnatched from each other 
with great eagerneſs, the very ſtinking Carrion which 
had lain s or 6 weeks dead, and full of Maggots, yea, 
they fought and beat one another to get a morſel 
thereof, as ir happened at a place called Dybach 3 g 
moye 
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moved the Grandees and Governours to compaſlion 
to ſee their People 1n ſuch exrream want 3 infomuch 
that the Noble Earl of Falkernfiein ſeeing his Subjects 
crave ſuſtenance of him, commanded his Servants to 
give them his Hounds to fatisfie their hunger, whom 


they preſently killed,and car with all greedinef. 


And as the Famine increaſed, when no more Food 
was to be got,men were like inraged Beaſts one againſt 
another, and gathering rogether by Troops, watched 
one another upon the High-ways, and ſo murthered, 
dreft, and eat each other, ſo that none could paſs 
fafely on the way, or in the ſtreets without a guard, 
or very well armed, and though ſome have been raken 
and ſeverely puniſhed by Juſtice, yet others con- 
tinued- lurking to ſeize upon Paſlingers. Three Mai- 
dens at Odenheim near Worms agreed to live together 
and rake their chance, but as the Proverb faith, Ne- 
c:ſſity hath no Law, and bunger is a ſharp Thorn, for in a 
while they were all fo extreamly pinched with Famine, 
thar they ſought ro take away one anothers hves to 
ſave their own, two of them conſpired to kill the 
third by ſtrangling her in bed, or ſome other way, 
and after to dreſs and eat her up. All which they 


did 4ccordingly 3 Then the ſecond reſolved to ſtrangle 


her Companion, and cut off her head, which when ſhe 
haddone, and devoured her fleſh, her heart was fo 
hardened, that ſhe went to a Village called Rigiſbein 
to a Woman of her Acquaintance called Margaret, 
whoſe Husband was abſent for fear of the Souldiers ; 
the Woman entertained her kindly, rejoycing that ſhe 
came to ſee her ; but in the Night lying by the Wo- 
man,ſhe barbarouſly cat off her head, and binding the 


. dead body upon a board,brought it ro her houſe ar Pie- 


deſſen, but being pricked with the ſharpneſs of hunger, 
ſhe l,ad not patience ro cur the body in pieces, but only 
cur off the head and both the hands, which ſhe waſhed 
and drefſed. The Husband coming home,miſſed his wife, 
and inquiring of the Neighbours, they told him ſuch 
a maid was ſeen with her z upon which he went im-

Diſeaſes bring up the Rere of this Iamentable Scene of 
ſorrow, Theſe Diſtempers are ofr-times the Compa- 
nions or Effects of War, it is very rare for a great 
Army to ſtay long in a place, and nor to leave ſome 
Infetion behind them.

Iy ſpotted. If any Souldier were but ſNightly wound- 
ed, it preſently turned to a malignant Ulcer, defying 
a]l means of Cure; when the Infe&ion got into a 
Kindred, it deſtroyed Parents, Children, and moſt 
times all of the blood ; which demonſtrates thar a 
divine hand was very conſpicuous 1n this woful vifita- 
tion, though the Food and Air might alſo much con- 
duce to impoyſon the Bodies. In the Stege of Hannover 
above twenty two thouſand People. were buricd of the 


E _ Sickneſs, and had nor it pleaſed God hereby to dimi- 


niſh their numbers, they had yielded the Town for 
want of ViRtuals. In the fame Seipge Souldiers who 
went ſeemingly well, and with their Eve-f1ght upon 
the Guard, came off again in a few hours ſtruck ſtark 
blind, even Thirty at a time were thus afflicted, but 
the Diſcafe afterward falling into their Legs, moſt of 
them recovered. 

About this time almoſt all Germany felr this puniſh- 
. ment in a grievous manner, In Swazen, Tyrol, and all 
alorg the Rivers of Rhime and Mis, the Plague raged 
furzoully.

high above the Water, with his hands lifced up, 


ſtand-- 
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newly raiſed, it had a.vaſt number of Vents or Iſſues, 
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ſtanding in that poſture ſeveral times, till the latter 
end of Lent next following, and was ſeen by very 


. many. And a Mother of ſome of thoſe Children 


who were drowned there, going one Evening to the 
Bridge with ſome other Women whole Husbanids 
had likewiſe been drowned, upon a ſudden there ap- 
peared to them .a Viſion of a Woman naked ro the 


, waſt in the Water, with elevated and cloſed hands, 


her hair hanging down very white, her Eyes fecming J. 
to wrinkle, and her skin as white as ſnow, ofren re- 
peating the word, Revenge, Revinge, Revenge, Fur- 
ther, Thirty Women and young Children, and Seven 
men were flung by theſe barbarous Rebels into the 
River of Bz{tc/hert, and when ſome, of them {wum 
for their Lives toward rhe bank, they were knocked 
on the head with Poles by theſe mercileſs Tygers. 
Being dead, their Bodies appeared nor 'as uſual, till 
ahout fix weeks afrer, ar which time one Mulmore O 
Rely, who had comminded them to be murdered, 
coming to the place, all the Bodies came floating up 
to the Bridge, Sir Con Mar Gennis with his Sou'd ers 
murthered one Mr. Tr:ge Miniſter of Newry, but ſhorc- 
ly after falling fick, upon his death bed he was terri- 
bly affrighred; ſeeming always to ſee the lame Mr; 
Trage tn his preſence. Alſo Dr. Robert Maxwel Arch- 
Deacon of Down teftifyed upon 1s Oath. That the 
Rebels rhemiclves aflured him, that moit of thoſe who 
were thrown from thar Bridge, were daily and nighily 


' ſeen ro walk upon the River, ſomerime ſinging Pſalms, 


ſometimes brandiſhing Swords. ſcmerimes s$kreiking 
out ina moſt hideous and fearful manner.

which occaſioned them to enter into the aforejaid 
Conſpiracy againſt him. The defign was to aſfaulc 
the Kings Court in the night, and to flay him, and 
make the Prince hi- Son King, He being then abour 
15 years of Ape, and was with his Mother the Queen 
in the City of Cande. The time appointed ro AR it 
was Drcemb. 20. 1654. at twelve a Clock at night, | 
and having got about two hundred men, (not need-

Deſign vere 
killed, and rhofe that could make their efcape, got 
in unto the King, who was fecured only with a Clay 
wall cthatcied, which was all his ſtrength ; yer rhe 
Pcople were afraid to aſſauir his Perſon, lying till 
_ tjil-che maraing 3 Ar which time the King made hys 
eſcape _unro the Mountains with -only Fifty Perſons ; 
There- were ſome Horſes went with him, bur the 
ways were {o bad, that he could not ride; They 
were fain to drive an :Elephant before him to break 
the way through the. Woods, that the King with his 
"Followers might paſs, As he fled, the Conſpirators 
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| purſued him, but at a great diſtance for fear of 
ſome excellenr Fowling Pieces which he had with 


kim, and ſo he got ſafe ro the Mounrain Gas/1da about 
15 miles off, where many of the Inhabirancs there- 
abour reſorted to him ; Bur if the Rebel Party had 


- been reſolute, who were the greater number, eyen 


almoſt all the Kingdom, this Hil! could nor have (e- 


" cured him, but they might have driven him from 


thence, there being many ways by which they might 


have aſcendcd, 


The People having thus driven away the old 
King, marched away to the City of Cande, and pro- 
claimed the Prince ro be King, telling us Engli/h, that 
what. they had done was not raſhly, but upon good 
Conſideration and Advice, the King by his evil Go- 
vernment having occaſioned it, who went about to ' 
deftroy borh them and their Countrey. As in de- 
raining Ambaſſadors 3; hindering of all Trade, mak- 
ing Priſoners of all People that come upon his 
Land, and killing his Subj<&s and their Children, 
not ſuffering them to enjoy, nor to ice their Wives 3 
And that all this was contrary to reaſon, and as 
they were informed to the Government of other 
Countreysz The Prince being young and render, and 
having never been out of the Pallace, nor ever ſeen 
any - but thoſe that attended on his Perſon, was af- 


| frighted to- ſee fo many coming, and howing down 


to him, and telling him that he was Kizg, and his 
Father was fled into the Mounrtainz 3 neither did 
he ſay or a& any thing, as not owning the buſineſs, 
or-elſc not knowing what to ſay or do, This much _ 
diſcouraged the Rebels, to fee they had no Thanks 
for their pains, and fo al! things ſtood till Decenb. 
28, 1654. at which time they intended ta march 
and fall upon the old Ring; Bur in the mean time. 
the Kings Siſter tlies away with the Prince from 
the City, into the Countrey near the King, which ſo 
amazed the Rebels, that the Money, Cloth, and plun- 
der which they had taken, and were gojvg to diftri= 
2 bute 
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' bute ro ſtrangers to joyn with them, they "ſcattered 
._ about the Town, and fled away 3 Others of their 
Company ſeeing the buſineſs was overthrown, to 
make amends for their former Fac, revolted and 
fell upon their Conſorts, killing and taking Priſoners 
all they could. The People were now all up in 
Arms againſt each other, killing whom they pleaſed, 
(only ſaying they were Rebels) and taking their 
Goods, By this time a great Man had drawn our his 
Souldiers into the Field, and declared for the old King, 
and ſo went to ſeize the Rebels that were ſcattered 
abroad ; but underſtanding they were all fled, and no 
whole Party or Body left to refiſt him, he marched 
mto the Ciry,killing all he could catch ; And ſo all re- 

_ Volred, and came back' to the King again, whilſt he 
only lay ſtill upon his Mountain. The King needed to. 
take no care to ſeize or execute the Rebels, for they 
themſelves out of their zeal to him, and to make a- 
mends for whar was paſt,impriſoned,and killed all they 
- mer, the Plunder being their own. This continued 
eight or ten days,. which the King hearing of, com- 
manded ro kill no more, but only ro impriſon them 
| "mill examination, which was nor fo much to ſave the 
Inncecent, as that he might rorment the Rebels, and 
make them confeſs their Confederates, for he ſpared 
| none that ſeemed guilty, and ſome to . this day lye 
| Chained in Priſon, being ſequeſtred of all their Eftares, 
and Hep for their Living.

where at that time there was ſo great a burning of the 
Mountain, that the new Planters leaving the Iſland for 
fear of Deſolation, went to ſeek new habications in 
Italy ; afrer them followed the Sicaneans, who were

| Weſtern by theſe dreadful Ztnean byrnings, In the 
year of the World 3180, and for above four hundred 


years after, this Mountain was all on fire with three 


- huge burnings. A little afrer the mountain raging a- 


new, it.is faid to have drawn Pythagoras himfelf into 
the higheſt admiration. Alſo in the Reign of Hero, at 
which time Hiſtories deliver that Empedocles an Obſer- 
ver of the mountain was deſtroyed. In the time of

Fn my Voyage from Mala to this place, T touched at the 
Cizy of Carania iz Sicily, and was there mofl kindly In- 
wited by the Biſhop to lodge in his Palace, which T accepted, 
that ſo might be the better able to inform your Majeſty 0 
' that extraordinary Fire which comes from Mount Gibel, 
15 miles diſlant from that City ; which for its horrianeſs in 
the aſpeft, for the vaſt quantity thereof, (for it is 15 miles 
# length, and 5 in breadth) for its monſiroas devaſtation 
aud quick progreſs, may be termed an Inundation of Fire, a « 
 Floog of Five, Cinders and burning Stones, burning with 
” that Rage as to advance into the Sea 600 yards, and that 
fo a mile in breadth, which I ſaw; and that which did 
augment my admiration was, toſee tn the Sea this matter 
like ragged Rocks, burning in four fathom water, two fa-

| Uf-the middle of this Five, which bard in the 2, - 
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bath formed.a paſſage like to a River, with its Banks on 
tach fide wery fleep and cragey, and in this channtl moves 
the greatell quantity of ths fire, which is the moſt liquid, 
with flones of the ſame compoſition, and cinders all red hot, 
ſwimming upon the fire of a great magnitude. 

From this River of Fire (under the great maſs of the 
Stones which are generally three fathom high all over the 
"Country, where it burns and in other places mach more) there 
are ſecret Conduits or Rivulets of this liquid matter, 
which Communicate Fire and -heat into all payts more or 
leſs, and meits the Stones and Cinders by fits in thoſe places 
where it toucheth them, over and over again; where it 
meets with Rocks or Houſes of the ſame matter (as many 
are) they melt and go away with the Fire 3 where they find 
other compoſitions they turn them to lime or aſhes, (as 1 am 
informed) The compoſition of this Fire, Stones and Cinders, 
are Sulphur, Nitre, Duick-ſitver, Sal-Armoniac, Lead, 
Iron, Braſs, and all other Matals. It moves not regular- 
ly, nor conftantly down hill ; in ſome places it bath made the 
Valleys Hills, and the Hills that were not high are now Val- 
leys. When it was night I went upon two Towers in di= 
vers places, and conld plainly ſee at 10 miles diftance, as we 

judged, the Fire to begin to run from the Mountain in a di- 
' rel line, the flame to aſcend as high and as big as one 1 the 
highet and greateſt Steeples in Tour Majefties Kingdoms, 
and to throw up great Stones into the Air 3 I could diſcern 
the River of Fire ts deſcend the Mountain of a tervible fiery 
or red colour, and Fionts of a paler Red, to ſwim thereon, and 
)zo be ſome as big as an ordinary Table. We could ſee this 
— fire to move in ſeveral other places, and all the Country cove- 
red with Fire, aſcending with great Flames ; in many pla- 
ces, ſmoaking like to a violent furnace of Tron melted, " 
ing a noiſe with the great pieces that fell, eſpecially thoſe 
which fell into the Sea, A Cavalier of Malta, who lives 
there, and attended me, told me, that the River was as li- | 
quid where it iſſues out of the Mountain, as water, and 
came out like a Torrent with great violence, and is froe or + 
frx fathom deep, and as broad, and that no flones do fonks + 
therein, T aſſwe Tour Majefiy, no Pen can expreſs how 


terrible 
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| terrible it 3s, nor can all the Art and Induſtry of the world 
quench, or divert that which is burning in the Country, In 
4.0 aays time it bath deſtroyed the habitations of 27 thouſand 
jerſons, made two Hills of one, 1000 paces bigh a-pitce, 
and one is four miles in compaſs. Of 20000 perſons which 
mnbabited Catania, 3000 did only remain ; all their Goods 
are carried away, the Canons of Braſs are removed out of 
the Calile, ſome great Bells taken down, the City-Gates 
Walled up next the Fire, and preparation made all to aban- 
aox the City. 

That night which I lay there, it rained Ajbes all over the 
City, and Ten Miles at Sea it troubled my Eyes. This Fire 
zn its Progreſs met with a Lake of four miles in compaſs, 
and it was not only ſatisfied to fill it up, though it was four 
fathom dtep, but bath made of it a Mountain. I ſend alſo to

Country hereabouts, a terrible and unuſual Earth- 
quake, whoſe ſtrong. and unequal motions joyned 
with horrible Roarings from Monte Gibello exceedingly 
frighted the Inhabitants, . but was ſo extraordinarily 
violent in the Country adjacent, that the People 


' were forced to abandon their houſes, and to fly into 


the Fields to avoid the danger threatned them from 
the falling of their houſes. The Village of Nicolofs - 
was of all others the moſt dreadfully handled by this 
furious Earthquake, the houſes and other buildings 
being ſhaken all in pieces, and buried in their own 
ruines 3 the poor people (who had preſerved their 
lives by a timely flight, withſuch little of their goods - 
as their haſty fears would permit them to: carry out. 

with them) continued a night or two in the Fields, 
beholding with grief and aftoniſhment the ruine of 
their habitations ; but obſei ving that by theſe violent 


. concufſions, the Earth began to open in ſeveral pla- 
.. ces, and to threaten them with inevitable ruine, ' 


they fled, though with mach trouble and amazement 
to this City. Theſe ſhakings of the Earth being fo 
ſrequent and violent, that the people went reelingand 
ſtaggering, with much difficulty ſupporting one ano- 
ther from falling, infomuch as what with their want 
of ſleep, the pains they were forced to take in travel- 
Ing, and the great terrors imprinted on them by-what 
they had ſeen and ſuffered, they appeared at their ar- 
rival in this City as ſo many diftrated people wholly 
inſenfible of what they did. 

This dreadful convulſion of the Earth wasimmedi- 
ately followed on Nonday March 11. about 10 at night 
by: 3 terrible Eruptiogs, much about the ſame time, 
and 2 little diſtance one from the other. F: 

Theſe. ſaid Eruptions were obſerved: to be on the 
ſide of Monte Gibel/o, about 2 miles beyond the Moun- 
| raln --.

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| rain called Montpileri, from whence with a terrible

noiſe it threw up its flames with much. fury and vio- 
lence about a hundred yards in height, its noiſe not 
roaring only inwards from the belly of rhe Mountain 
as before, but violently cracking ike peals of Ordnance 
or Thunder, from the fide of ir, throwing out vaſt 
ſtones, ſome of them of 300 pound weight, which 
being (as it were) ſhot through the air, fell ſeveral 


'- Miles diſtant from the place, whilſt the whole Air 


was filled with imoak, burning Cinders, and aſhes, 
which fell like a fiery rain upon the Country, In the 
mean time iſſued from the fide of this Prodigious 
Mountain a vaſt Torrent of melted and burning Mat- 
ter, which like an Inundation, Drowned, as in a 


Flood of Fire, rhe Countrey on this fide of it. This 


Burning River ran doun upon the Mountain Montp:lers, 
which, oppoſing its dire& courſe, 1t divided it ſelf in- 
to two Streams, which encompaſſed the ſaid Mountain; 
one of them taking its way by La Guardia, tne Con- 


vent of St. Anne and Maipaſſo, the other by the Towns . 


of Montpileri and Fallicchi, which in few hours were 
wholly deſtroyed and loſt, not ſo much as any ngn of 


them remaining, with ſeveral lefler Villages and Farms, - 
and with them the Famous Image of the blefled Lady 
; of the Annunciata 3 which, though highly Reverenced 


throughout the whole Iſland, eſteemed the Wonder 


' of Sicily and the whole World, and to which the Peo- 


ple with much Devotion reſorted in Pilgrimage from 


-- the remoreſt parts, was alſo ſwallowed up and con- 


fumed by this dreadful Torrent, 
This Fiery and,bufning Deluge immediately ſpread 
ir ſelf ro above fix mile in breadth, feeming to be 


ſomewhat of the colour of melted and burning Glaſs 3 


but, as it cools, becomes hard and Rocky, and eve- 
ry where in its paſſage leaves Hills and Pyramids of 
that matter behind ir, ; 

Ar the ſame time Monte Gibelo from its top raged 


| with dreadful Flames, which with its noiſe and Con- 


euſfioas of the Earth which ſtill continned, added 
BY not 
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not a little to the Terror of the People, who ran with 
Cries and Lamentations about the City and Countrey, 
expeQing nothing but to be ſwallowed up or conſu- 
med by Fire, having no other apprehenſions bur of 
Death, and a General Conflagration. The two Tor- 
rents of Fire came forward, deſtroying all things in 
their way, and by Wedneſday, March 13th. had on 
the Weſt-ſide branched it ſelf into ſeveral Streams, 
and over-ran Campo Rotundo, St: Pittro, and Moflorbi- 
anco, with La Potilli, and St. Antonio 3 and on the 
Eaſt-part ruin'd the lower part of Maſcalucia, and Le 
Placchi, takirg its way towards this City. 

On Thurſday the 14th. the Wind came Eaſtwards, 
on which fell abundance of Rain, which abated nor 
the Progreſs of the Fire; which on the Eaſt-ſide had 
from Maſca/ucia made its way to St. Giovanni di Ga- 
lirmo, the lower part whereof it deftroyed z and paſ- 
ſing on, ſeemed ro threaten this Ciry on one fide, as 
did that on the Weſt-fide the other. As the Fire ap- 
proached, the Religious every where appeared with 
much Devotion, carrying in Proceſſion their Reliques, 
eſpecially thofe of St. Agatha, the famous Martyr of 
Catania, in which they repoſed no ſmall confidence, 
followed by great multitudes of People, ſome of them 
mortifying themſelves with Whips, and other figns of 
Penance, with great Complaints and Cries, exprefling 
their dreadful expeRation of the Events of thoſe Pro- 
| digious fiery Inundations., 

Whilſt che People were thus bufied in their De- 
yotions, and aftoniſh'd by their Fears, News was 
brought to the Magiſtrates of the City, that a confi- 
derable number of Thieves and Robbers had taken 
the opportunity of this general Diſtration, to make a 
Prey of the already diſtrefled People, and that they 
| had murdered ſeveral of them for their Goods 3 and 
that it was tobe fear'd, that the City. of Catania it 
felf, might run ſome danger from the great numbers 
of chem which were about the Country, and from 
thence took their opportunities to: get into the Town. 
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Whereupon, conſulcation being had for the preven- 
tion of farther miſchief from them, the Commander 
of the Caſtle was ordered with a conſiderable number 


of Horſe, and a Party of Spaniards to ſecure the | 


Country and City againſt theſe Robbers 3 who im- 
mediately ſent out ſeveral Parties with his Provoſt- 
Marſhal, with Order to ſeize on all ſuſpeted Perſons, 
and ſuch as were not able to give a good account of 
themſelves ; and. for ſuch as were taken in the Fat 
Robbing, to Execute them by Martial-Law, without 
any further Tryal 3 and accordingly cauſed three pair 
of Gallowes to be ſer up for their ſpeedy Execution ; 
one before the Gate Dz Aci, a ſecond in the Markbet- 
place, and a third before the Gate Delia Decima, ſetting 
ſtrong Guards upon the Gates of the City, and cau- 
ſing all ſuſpeted Hoſes to be ſearched, an a&ount 
to begiven in of all Lodgers, and ſuch Perſons to be 


ſecured, as conld any wayes fall under a Suſpition. - 


The poor People our of the Country being by this 
Prodigious Calamity ftript out of all their Eſtares, and 
reduced to great extremity, fled moſt of them for re- 
fuge and relief to this City, with great Lamentations, 
* moving the Charity of the Magiſtrates, who were 
' . readily inclined to give them the beſt aſliftance they 
were able ; and the Citizens, moved by their Com- 
plaints and Sufferings, freely open'd their Doors, fi/- 
ling their Houſes with as many of thoſe diſtreſſed Peo- 


ple as they could poſſibly receive ; the Biſhop, and all | 


' perſons of Quality and Eſtate, contributing largely 
for their ſupport, till better Order could be taken for 
the diſpoſing of them. = 
The City of Meſſina alſo, and ſeveral other Cities 
(informed of this extraordinary calamity) ſent hi- 
ther large Supplies of Proviſions, offering their beſt 
aſſiſtance to this place, in caſe of extremity. All 
the Elements ſeemed at this time to make War up- 
on us, -and to conſpire together for the puniſhment 
of the Inhabitants 3 The Air was continually darkened 


with Clouds and Smoke, agitated by great ard exe 
 BAnds, 
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winds, and oftentimes ſhowred down great Rains, in- 
fomuchas the - Sun from the beginning of theſe Ervp- 
tions, very ſeldom appeared to us, and when it did, 
(with extraordinary. paleneſs,) for a little time only, 
and (as it were, abhorring fo dreadfal a ſpeQacle) 
ſoon hid its face again under a thick cloud. 


The Sea ran much higher than it was wont to do, - 


and by its extraordinary Roaring, and in ſome places 
over-flowing its Banks, added not a little ro our con- 
ſternation, The Land every where infeſted with 
Thieves, inſfomuch, that till by the extraordinary 
care taken by the Magiſtrates and Officers ſevere exe- 
cution was done upon ſuch as were apprehended in 
the FaR, no perſon was able to ſtir abroad without 
danger of his life ; whilſt the Fire by this prodigious 
overflowing of the Mountain, threatned to take poſ- 


| ſeflion of all. 


On Friday the 1th. the ſtream of fiery Matter

wherein they: were all drowned : From-Mechlenburg 
likewiſe in Germany they wrice, that there were ſeve- 
ral Fires kindled by Lightning in divers parts of the

LXXNI.L In 1672, His Majeſty proclaimed War 
againſt the States of the United Provinces, and May 28, 
- His Royal Highneſs engaged the whole Dutch Fleet in 
 Soxthwold Bay, and after a ſharp diſpute of 8 hours, 
the Hollanders retreated," in- which fight the Noble 
Earl of Sandwich was unfortunately ſlain +: About 
rhis time there happened a violent Fire at Sr, Ka- 
. tharines without the Iroz-Gate near the Tower of Lon- 
don, which conſumed above an Hundred Houſes ; this 
year the French overrun great part of Holland, taking 
as it is ſaid, Thirty Cities and Towns in Thirty days, 
In 1678, an horrid Popiſh'Plot was diſcovered againſt 
His Majeſties Perſorrand Government, and ſoon after

that the moſt famous Inventions which have been ſo 

- lately known to us in Eyrope, have been no ſtrangers 

. to them for maay Ages Pair; however I ſhall m_ 
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what are moſt obſervable both in theſe and other Na- 
tions. . It is likewiſe recorded, that Augaſius Ceſar 
having ſeveral ways adorned and fortifyed the City of 
Rome, putting it into a condition of bravery and ſecu- 
rity for after times, he thereupon gloried, That be 
found Rome of. brick, and {left it of Marble 3 and certain- 
ly nothing makes more for the juſt Glery of a Prince 
than to leave his Dominions in better State .than he 
found them ; Yet the vaſt Expences of ſome Princes 
and People had been more truly commendable, and 
their mighty works more really glorious, had they 
therein conſulted more. of the Publick good, and lefs 
of their own Oſftentation; However 1t may not be 
- unpleaſant, nor. unprofitable ro deſcribe them , and 
likewiſe” to relate the moſt curious Inventions and 
Rarities.in all Apes even to theſe rimes , which have 
been more favourable to Learring than the former, 
and wherein Arts have been thereby improved to the - 
heighr 3 | 

I. But firſt concerning Buildings, the moſt famous 
ſtruRure we firſt read of, was immediately after the 
, Univerſal Deluge, or. Noah's Flood, for Nimrod the 
Son of Chys, the Son of Cham, perſwaded the People 
to ſecure themſelves from the., like after-claps. by 
building ſome ſtupendious Edifice , which might re- 
fiſt the fury of a ſecond Deluge; This Counſel was 
generally imbraced 3; Heber only and his Family ( as 
the Tradition. goes ) contradicting ſuch an unlawful 
attempt 3 But. the major part prevailing, the Tower 
of Babel began to rear it's Head of Majeſty Five Thou- 
ſand One Hundred Forty fix Paces from the- Ground, - 
having its Baſis and circumference equal to its height : 
The Paſlage to go up went winding about the out- 
fide,and was of an exceeding great breadth,there being 
not only room,for Horſes, Carts, and the like means of 
Carriage to meet and turn, but lodgings alfa for Man 
and Beaſt; And (as Verſiegan reporrs ) Grafs and Corn- : 
fields for their nouriſhment-z and admirable ir is to 
conſider, what multitudes of men there were in ah : 
world 


World in fo ſhorc a ſpace, there being but eight per- | 
fons thar came out of the Ark, and now this Building 
was carried on by Five Hundred Thoutand Mcn, the 
Foundation of it was nine miles compaſs : But Ged 
by the Confuſion of Tongues hindred the Proceeding 
of this Building, one not-being able to underſtand 
whar his Fellow called for; which Dz Bartas wittily 
deſcribes. * :

- which Semiramzs built a ſtrong and ſtarely Bridge of 

a mile long, . binding each ſtone togerher with clips of _ 

- Tron-faftened with meljred Lead, and is the anci- 
enteſt Ciry of the World, firſt built by Nimrod in the 
place appointed for the raiſing of the Tower of Babe!, 
. and by him made the Imperial Seat of the Chaldean 
- Kings, afterward much beautified and inlarged by 
- Semiramis the Wife of Ninus, one of his Succeffors, 
- and finally 'much increaſed both in bulk and beauty by 
 Nebuchadnexzar, for he added a new City to the old, 
- which he comoalſed abour with three Wal!s, - and'

him up, who therefore arrogated to himſelf rhe 
whole Glory of them, ſaying in his Pride, Ts not this 
the great Babel that T have bui/t, 4 City of great Fame and 
Stattz The compaſs of the Walls were 355 Furlongs, 
or forty fix, (ſome ſay threeſcore) miles, according 
to the number of the days of the year, in height 
two hundred Cubits, and/fifty Cubits 1n breadth, that 
fix Chariots or Carriages my{hr meet on the rop;they 
were finiſhed in one year by the hands of Two Hun- - 
dred Thouſand Workmen ; The City was-fouriquare, 
and" fifreen' miles from one corner to another; Iaſo- - 
much thar Ariſtotle ſaith, It ought rather to be called a 
Countrey than a City, adding withal, That when the Town 
was taken, it was three days before” the furthift parts of 
the Town had any Intel/igence thereof 5 which taking of 
the Town muſt be underſtood of the ſurprize there- 
of.by the Medes and Perſians, in the Reign of Belhaxzar 
oy" Danie! the Prophet interpreted to that King the 

rds Mene, Tebel, Peres; which were miraculouſly 
written by a hand upon the Wall as he was banquet- - 
Ing with his Nobility, and forerold the very day be- 
fore it was taken rhar God had given his Kingdom to 
the Medes and Perſians; All which was accompliſhed 
the, night following, when Darius King of Media-and 
Perſia beſieging Babylon, took it on a ſudden with-the 
help of his Nephew Cy»us the Perſian in the rime'offa } 
great Feaſt, when the King, Nobility, and, People - ;

manded the King to 
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their own ſtrength, minded only their Sports and 
Paſtimes ; which we- read was ſurprized after this 
manner; The River Euphrates ran quite through the 
Town, round about whole banks the politick Cyr:s cut 
many and deep Channe!s, into which he in a very [* 
ſhort time drained and empried the River, conveying 
his own Forces into the Town all along the dry and 
yellding Channel, and in a little time made himſelf 
Maſter of ir, the Babylonians being drowned in Wine 
and Debauchery ; In the. Reign of Queen Semiramis | 
this City revolted from her, and the news thereof 
coming to her as ſhe was: ordering her hair, ſhe theres 
upon leaving her head half dreft, went and beſieged 
it, never ordering the reſt of her hair till the had re- 
covered it; Of this great Lady ir is recorded , That } 
ſhe was born in 2ſcalon a Town of Syria, and expoſed 
- to the fury of Wild Beaſts, but being born-nor ro 
dye ſo ingloriouſly; ſhe was brought up by Shephards, 
and at full Age preſented to the Syrian Vice Roy, 
. Who gave her in marriage. to his only Son ; going 
with him to the Wars, ſhe fell into acquaintance with | 
King Ninus, who liking her Perſon and Spirit , took | 
her to his bed; This bred in him a greater AﬀeRtion | 
to her, ſo that he granted her at her requeſt the 
command of the Empire for $ days, making a Decree 
that her will in all things ſhould be punQually per- 
formed ; which boon being gotten, ſhe put on the 
Royal Robes, and ( as ſome writers report ) com» 
lain 3 Having thus gotten yh 
Empire, the exceedingly inlarged it, leading her | 
 'my conſiſting of one hundred Thouſand Chariots of | -: 
War, three Millions of Foor, and half a Miliion of 
. Horſe; A Woman worthy of Honour and Applauſe 
bur only. for her inſatiable Luſts, of which rhe Greth 
Writers charge her to be very guilty. This k 
mixamis cauſed an huge Obelich or Pyramid to be cut 
our of the Armenian Mountains, all of one entire ſtone, 
. onchundred and fifty foot-long, and twenty four foot 
thick, which was fourſquare, and was brou 
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much difficulty to the River Eupbrates, and from 
thence ro Babylon, where ſhe ereRed ir to be a matter 
of admiration to future Ages. Babylon likewiſe revol- 
ted from the Perſans in the Reign of Darius Hiſtaſpes, 
and that Vituals might not be wanting for the Men 
of War, they ſtrangled the moſt part of the Women, 
they being then ir ſeems not accounted to be neceflary 
Evils ; when they had for 20 Months fo obſtinarely de+ 
ended the Town, that the Perfans had very little 
hope of prevaiiing, Zofyrus one of Darixs's Captains 
mavgling his body, and disfiguring his Face by cut- 
ting off his own Ears and Noſe, fled to the Babyionians 
complaining of the Tyranny of the King, as if he had 
been thus cruel rohim 3 The Babylonians believing his 
Words, and knowing his Courage, committed the 
charge of the whole Army to him, as a man to 
whom ſuch barbarous uſage had made the King 1r- 
reconcileable z Bur he taking the beſt Opportunity, 
delivered both the Town and Souldiers into the 
hands of his Soveraign, which made Darius often 


ſay, That be bad rather have one Topyrus, than twenty 
Babylonians; Here died Alexander the Great, after 
whoſe Death the Gr2cia Captains regardful rather of 


their own Ambition than the Common Loyalty, di- 


.yided the Empire amongft themſelves, leaving the 


body of the King eight days unburied 3 A wonderful 
Fange of Fortune, that he who living thought the 
World too ſinall for his valour, being dead ſhould find 
no place big enough for his Body : The Walls of 
this City were built of Stone, and wonderful high, 


ſtrongly joyned together with Lime and Ciment grow- 


Itg in 'the Mines of that Countrey, bat eſpecially in 
the great Lake of Aſpbaltites in Fudea, where ſometime 
Sodom and Gomorrah ſtood 3 within the Town were a 
great number of Marble Temples and Golden Images, 


"Whole Streets ſhining and glictering with Gold, and 


precious Stones; And among other Temples there 
was one of Belus built by Semiramis, and dedicated to 


Caſh, or Fupiter Belus fouriquare, each ſide contain-

Towering Walls, and entred by four Gates of poliſh- 
ed Braſs; In the midſt thereof there was a Tower 
ſometimes reckoned one of the Worlds Wonders, it had 
an hundred Brazen Gates, and rwo Hundred and Fifty 
Towers; and was half a quarter of a mile both in 
heighr and bredth, upon which were raiſed eightother 
Towers one above another, with eaſie ſtairs to aſcend 
up to the trop; where there was a Chappel with a 
ſumptuous Bed, and a Table of Gold. Inthe top of 
this Chappel were placed three Golden Statues, 'one 
of Zupitzr 40 Foot long, weighing a Thouſand Talents, 
each Talent containing 63 pounds 10 ounces 3 Anq-

” den Throne, at her Feet were two Lyons, and hard by 


divers huge Scrpents of Silver, each weighing Thirty 
Talents; The third Image was of uno ſtanding, in 
welghr eight hundred Talents, to all which was ad- 
ded a Common” Table of Gold, forty foor long, and 


Fax%eive broad, weighing g© Talents; There were alſo 


two ſtanding Cups of go Talents 3 and 2 Veſſels for

of - Gold weighing twelve hundred Talents 3 All 


which the P#rſza1 Kings afrer the Conqueſt of it took 
away. Finally, ſuch wonderful things are written by 
credible Authors of Artificial Mountains, Orchards, 
and Gardens hanging in the Air, that they ſeem almoſt 
incredible; All which demonſtrates the wonderful 
Wealth - and: Glory of thoſe Monarchs in that time 
Bur after the taking of it by the Macedonians, the gran- 
deur and magnificence thereof began ro decline, 
leſſening a fourth parc in the rime of Quintss Curtis,

the City of Memphis, and on the Weſtern Banks of

gether ;z-They were built by the vanity of the Zgypti- 
an Kings, and uſed for their Sepulchres when dead,

imployed by Pharaoh, when they cried to the Lord,.

On the Bank of che*River Nilys ſtood that famous 
. Laowrinth, 'buile by Pſammittic:ss King of-Egypt, fituate 
on the South ſide of rhe Pyramids, and Norch of Ar- 
{imoe; It contained within the compaſs of one con- 
tiaued Wall a Thouſand Houſes, ( Herodotus ſays, three 
Thouſand five hundred) and-rw: Ive Royal Palaces 
all covered with Marble, and had one only entrance, 
bur innumerable turnings and. rerurnings, ſomerimes 


one aver another, and all very difhcule roſuch as were 


nor acquynred with them. The Building was more 


under ground than above,tne Marbje-ſtones being latd 


w th ſach Art that nercher Wond nor Cement was im- 
ploved in any part of the Favrick; The Chambers 
were ſo ordered that the doors upon their opening 
gave a Report; no leſs 'rerrible. chan a crack of Thun- 
der ; The chief enrrance was all of white Marble, a- 
dorned with ſtately Columns, and moſt curious Tina- 
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' gery ; Having got to the end of jr, a pair of ſtairs 
'of ninety ſteps conducted into a gallanc Porch or 


Portico, ſupported with Pillars of Tyeban Marble, 
which was the entrance into a fair, and ſtately Hall, 
the place of the Genera! Contention, or meeting of the 
Nobles of the Kingdom, all of poliſhed marble, ſec 
out with the Srarues of: their Gods; A work which 


| afterward was imitated by Dedalas in the Cretan La- 


byrinth, chough it tell as ſhort of the Glories of this 
as Minos the King who was at the charge thereof, was 
inferiour to Pſammittic:4 mm power and Riches, Hey- 
lins Coſmography. 

The Lake of Meris was hkewiſe a moſt admirable 
work, undertaken and finiſhed by Mer:s one of the 
Egyptian Kings, which for greatneſs and colour 1s like 
the Seaz Ir 1s, about fix hundred furlongs from the 
Ciry of Memphis, the circumference thereof contair- 
ing ſome hundreds of Furiongs, the depth fifty fa- 
chom or three hundred feet, many Miltons of men 
were imployed ſeveral years about it, the benefic of 
it ro the Ezyptians, and the wiſdom of that King can- 
not be ſufficiently commended, for ſince the riſing of 
the River Ns 1s not alwayes alike, and the Coun- 
trey 1s more fruitful by the moderateneſs rhereof ; 
He digged this Lake to receive the ſuperfliity of the 
warers, that neither by the greatneſs of the Inund:- 
tion, it ſhould cauſe Mariſhes, or by the ſcarcity of 
water the Earth ſhould not yield her firength ; he 


' therefore cur a ditch from the River to this Lake 


fourſcore furlongs lang, and three hundred feet in 
breadth, by which ſometimes receiving in, and ſome- 


_ times diverting the River, he gave at his pleaſure a 


ſufficient quanrity of warer to the Husbatrdmenz In

The ſixth Wonder of the World, was the Idol or 
Image of Funiter Olympus, which ſtood in his Temple at 
Achaia, between the Cities of Elzx and Piſa; This

fetions,and admirable Workmanſhip as for the great- 
n<(s thereof, Leing no Jefs than fixty Cubirs high.com- 
poſed by char excellent workman Phiaias of Gold and 
Tvory, ſome fay, that Phiaias was taxed with only 
one imperfetticn, that he had nor proportioned che I- - 
image to the bigneſs of the Temple, becauſe he had 
. made it ſitting and fo Jarge, that if the ftanding up- 
rizhe were conſidered the Temple woald no ways have 
bzen able to have contained it; In honour of this 
Futiter the Olympick Games were inſtitured by Htr- 
cles; and celebrared on the Plains near this City in 
the year of the World 29597. The exerciſes in them 
were for the moſt part bodily, as running in Chariots, 
running on foor, wraſtling, fighting with Clubs and 
the lixe; Bur yer there repaired thither Orators,Poetrs, 
and Muſicians, and all that thought themſelves excel- 
kn in any laudavle quality to make Trial of their ſe- 
 veral Abjlitics, the very cries who proclaimed the 
Vitories contending who ſhould cry loudeſt, and beſt 
play his part; The rewards given to the Viors were 
only Garlands of Palm, or ſuch fI'ght remembrarices, 
and yer the Greets no Icls eſteemed rhis ſmall fign of 
Conqueſt and Honour, than the Romans did their moſt 
magnificent Triumphs, thoſe who were Conquerors 
therein were met by che Principal Men of the City 
wherein they lived, and a Paſſage was broken through 
' the main Walls of the Town for their Reception, as 
if the ordinary Gates were not capable of fo high an 
honour, or able to afford them entrance ; The Judges 
of rheſe Games were ſome Citizens of Elis. appointed

The ſeventh Wonder of the World was The Tower of 
Pharos, which ſtood in an Ifle of thar name near the 
Ciry of Aiexandria in Egypt, a mile diſtant from the 
Land. bur joyned to the Conrinent by Cleopatra Queen 
of Egypt upon rhis occaſion 3 The- Rhoazans rhen Lords 
of the Sea, uſed tro exat ſome Tribute and acknows 
ledgment our of every Iſland within thoſe Sezs, and 
conſequently our of this ; Their Ambaſlidors being 
ſent ro Cleopatra ro demand this Tribute , ſhe detained 


ſome ſolemn Feſtivals and in the mean time by mak» | 
ing hupe dams, and banks in rhe Sea, with incredible 
charge and ſpeed, ſhe united Pharos to the ſhore, ſo 
that jt was no longer an Iſland ; which finiſhed, ſhe 
ſent away the Rhodians empry handed, with this witty 
jeer, That they were to taks Toll of the Iſlands, but not of - 
the Continent; A work of great Rarity and magnifi- 
cence, borh for che bigneſs of ir, raking up ſeven Fur- 
longs of ground; and for that incredible ſpced wheres 
with it was finiſhed; As for the Watch-Tower called 
Pharos, by the name of the Iſland, jr was built by Ptg- 
lomy P hiladelphus King of Egypt for the benefir of Exy- 
lors, (the Sea on rhar coaft being very unſafe, atd 
full of flars,) to guide them over the Bar of A/exan- 
dria, Deſervedly eſteemed one of the Worlds ſeven 
Wonders ; Tt was of a wonderfu} hcjgnt,aſconded by dee

Foundarions of the Temple were laid three henred 


Cubirs deep, and in many places more ; The ſtones 


thereof were 40 Cubits, the Porches were double, 
ſupported by many flately Pillars 25 Cubirs high, all 
of one piece of whire Marble, the raps of thera were 
of Cedar fo exaftly wrought, as aſtomfted che Behol- |

The way to the inward Termple was all incloted with 
ſtmes wrought like Lartice work which were 3 Cubits 
high of Curious Workmavnſhip 3 To this there was an 
aſcent by 14 ſteps, and avove it, was fourſquare, and 
inclofed with a Wall by ic ſelf, 4o Cubirs high on 
the outſide, and all covered with ſtairs ro aſcend up 
to It, and within jt was 25 Cubits high, Ac the top of 
the 14 ftairs within-the Wall, was a level compaſſed 
with a Wall. of 300 Cubirs which had Gares 10 it,

7eraſa'em was a principal City in Joſua's time, when 
A dotibezee was King, who was ſlain by him, yet did 
ehe 7:44/res hold it almoſt four hundred years after, 
till David won it, theugh the Inhabſtanrs did ſo much 
” reiy on the place, that they boaſted their lame and 
» blind mcn ſhould defend it, 2 Sam. 5. 6. David hav- 
| 3ng conquered ir, ftrengthned ir with a Caſtle, and 
* beaurified ic with many Palaces. And after his time, 
*Semniglarged, and Furcher beautificd,, and fortified 
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it extreamly. The Pallaces, Gates and Walls could - - 
not be matched in all the World ; it had an hundred 
and fifry thouſand Inhabitants befides Women and ' 
Children; The Trench about it was fixty foor deep, 
cut out of the Rock, and 250 foot broad, the like 
ſcarce ever heard of ; Not long after, Shiſhah King of 
Zeypt took and ſackr it, and became Maſter nor only 
of Solomons riches, but of all K, Davids ſpoils which he 
had taken from many Nations, 2 Kings 14. Ir was 
again plundred, and' part of the Wall broken down 
by oas King of Iſrael in Amaxia's Reign, 2 Kings 16. 
Not long after 4haz the fifreenth KR. of Zada tmpove-- 
riſhed the Temple, to preſent Tiglathpilneger with the 
Treaſures thereof, and Manaſſes loſt whar remained. 
1 Chron, s, And Nebuchadnergar laid this glorious City 
- with the Temple, Pallaces, Walls and Towers thereof, 
even to the Ground, 2 Kings 19. It was built again by 
Nehemiah, Chap. 12. 34. and again the Temple and 
City were ſpoiled by Bugeſes Lieutenant to Artaxerxes, : 
then by Ptolomeus the Firſt, Then by Antiochys Epi- © 
phanes, and again by Apollonizs his Deputy : Aﬀrer 
which it was taken by Pompey, and robbed by Craſſus 
in. his Parthian Expedition ; yer all the loſſes that the 
Temple and City ſuſtained, were repaired by Herod 
the Great, who inlarged the City, new builc the Tem» 
ple, and adorned jr with many ſumptuous Works, 
and left it in a more ſtately and glorious condition than' 
it was in the days of So/owon. Laſtly, abour 4o years- 
after the Death of Chriſt, the ſins of the Jews being 
come to the height, it was deſtroyed by Ts the Ro- 
man General, who made wu ſo deſolate, that they 
which faw it afterward, could ſcarce believe there had 
ever been ſuch a Ciry in that place, only he left rhe 
3 Herodian Towers, as well for Lodgings for the Roman 
Garrifons, as to make his Vitory more gloriousz. yet 
afterwards ſome of the deſpiſed Fews began to build: 
". and inhabir ſome'p?rr of the _ bur afrer 65 years, 
as aforementioned, when they began to revolt again 
LElins Adrianus the Emperor flew many Tron 
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of them, and overthrew the three Towers of Herod 
wirh all the reft,not leaving one ftone upon another as 
our Saviour had. forerold ; But when his fury was ap- 
peaſed, he took one part without the Wall, where- 
in ſtood Mount Calvery and Chrifts Sepulcher, and 
. made it a capacious City, twhich he called after his 
own name Alia Capitolia; And in the Gare toward 


Bethel, he cauſed a Sow to he cut in Marble, and ſet it. 


in the Front to deſpite the Fews, making an Edie, 
That thenceforth none of them ſhould ever enter in- 
to that City, nor dare fo much as to behold, or look 
toward it fromany high place ; Yet the Chriſtian Res 
. ligion flouriſhing 1n Pa/efiine, it was inhabited by all 
Nations, «ſpecially Chriſtians, and fo it continued five 
hundred years; And in 639 it was taken by the Ezyp- 
tian Saracins, who held it above four hundred years. 
In 1099, it was repained by Godfrey of Bulleiz, who be- 
Ing eletted King, refuſed to Le crowned with a Crown of 
Gold, fince Chrift for whom be fought, was there crowned 
with Teorns; It continued to him and his Succeilors 
for 88 years, till in 1199,  1t was retaken by Saladine 
King of Egypt, and laſily in 1519. the Turþs bear 
out the Egyptians, and hoid it to this day, calling ir 
in their Language Cxxymbarec, or The Holy City.
